Rock - pile Prisoners Break Jail.

Plans Perfected for Adding Millions of 
Value to Gallup, N. M., Coal 
District.

CHICAGO, Feb. %.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The management of the Sanda 
Fé has perfected plans which bid fair 
to add many millions to the value of 
the coal fields of the Gallup district, 
New Mexico. The company has com- 
pleted arrangements to install near 
Gallup a plant for manufacturing coal 
into briquettes, by which method it is 
expected to make the lignite product 
of the district into merchantable coal 
of average commercial value. Experi- 
ments leading up to the proposed in- 
stallation of a briquette plant were 
made in Germany. Several months 
ago the Santa Fé, which owns several 
thousand acres in the district, sent 
samples of the Gallup lignite to Ger- 
many for experiment. The result war 
highly satisfactory. The cheapness with 
which the briquetting can be done 
opens possibilities for the Gallup coa:

No HANDCUFFS AND HUMAN 
SKELETON FOUND. 


Fight Compromised— Murder Evi- 
Gence Expected in Hearing of the 
Doyle Will Tangle—Links Found.

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. %.—A 
compiete human skeleton was un- 
Garthed at a depth of thirteen feet 
from a layer of clay at Victoria yes- 
terday afternoon by a gang of labor- 
ers under W. H. Oliver, assistant en- 
gineer of maintenance of way of the 
Santa Fé. The men were @iling in a 
Geep gully made by the recent wash- 
Outs near the end of the Santa Ana 
bridge when the skeleton was discov- 
ered, the section crew beating a hasty 
retreat from the grinning, uncanny 
figure. 

The skeleton is that of a man, and 

from the condition of the 
teeth. he was between the age of forty 
and forty-five when he died. By the 
shape of the skull it seems that it 
Was not the skeleton of an aborigine. 

Some months ago, just after a heavy 
rain, a pair of old-fashioned handcuffs 
were near the spot, and 
these were t ht to have been 
thrown away by an outlaw of the early 
days who was being taken to Los An- 
les for trial. His disappearance oc- 
curred about six miles from Victoria, 
then a wild thicket, and the very 
ground where the cuffs were found and 
the body later recovered was beaten 
over in search of him at that time. 

Well-informed persona who have 
seen the remains and the bed of clay 
are of the opinion that these bones are 
of that outlaw, that he perished some 
Gistance up the sloping region, and 
that storms and floods of the many pe- 
tleds since then gradually — the 
corpee with ite deposit of clay to the 
depth where the grave has given the 
skeleton up to the c gaze of those 
of today.

in contemporary music. It is barely 
possible,” the writer continues, “that 
the Bousa concerts may do good by 
proving to people who are afraid of 
music that a concert may be quite 
lively, and so insensibly lead them on 
stepping-stones to higher things; but 
that is very problematical. It ls much 
better to be frank and say that the 
concerts are admirable and 
unique of their kind, and that the kind 
fe not far removed from the music ball. 
It is not necessary to introduce into 
the matter any invidious considera- 
tions of ‘higher’ and lower —and, in- 
deed, they would be quite out of place. 
lt is certain that to hear Mr. Sousa 
conduct one of his own marches is an 
indispensabie part of a complete mu- 
sical education. There is nothing quite 
like it; the nearest approach was a 
Strauss waltz conducted by Strauss. in 
both we have the incarnation of 
rhythm.

His beat 
was formerly extremely graceful, al- 
ways coming up towards his left shoul- 
der, and he did not beat fragments, 
save in the early measures of d long 
bodied compound measure, where he 
might indicate the pulses. This beat 
was more or less ample according to 
the force required. But the general 
public never noticed what he was do- 
ing with the fingers of his left hand, 
where he had an apparatus of signs 
which every man under him came to 
know and to obey. ... 

“Mr. Thomas had about as catholic a 
taste in music as any musician ever 
knows. His programmes for forty 
years show this. He wore out several 
sets of parts of Beethoven symphonies, 
trying to improve the phrasing of the 
at . | doubt whether we shall ever 
hear hoven's Fifth, Third, or Ninth 
Symphony played better than by him

This is from last Saturday's New 
York Post: When Mr. Conried, last 
winter, announced a series of perfor- 
mances of Wagner's Parsifal“ at dou- 
ble the usual rates (which are the 
bighest asked in any theater in the 
world,) in the lower parts of the 
house, many doubted whether he bad 
not made a mistake, but he filled the 
vast Metropollian twelve times, and 
made over $200,000. Next week he is 
going io put ithe high-water mark 
still higher, for the. prices for tickets 
for Thu evening are doubled in 
all parts of the house. And the work 
to be porformed is—oh,

seler. On the oecasion of the fortieth 
anniversary of Strauss’s debut as 
composer, a surprise 
pared for him. In the ball scene of 
the second act there appeared the 
principal characters from all his other 
operettas. Mr. Conried is going to im- 
prove on that, too. He will have all 
his great singers—Nordice, Eames. 
Ackté, Fremstad. Homer, Burgstaller. 
Saléza. Caruso and the rest of them, 
appear and actually sing in this scene. 
Strange to say. Strauss s gloriously 
melodious operetta was not a success 
when first sung at Vienna in April, 
1874. Only sixteen pe of 
it were given, and it was not till after 
it had created a furore in Berlin and 
elsewhere that the Viennese realized 
that they had once more made fools 
of themselves. Possibly the cast was 
at fault: the only great singer in it was 
Mme. Geisteinger. Perhaps, too, the 
music was too deep for the usual lov- 
ers of operetta. For, tuneful though 
it be, it is music that one wants to 
hear over and over and over again, 
like that of the greatest masters, to 
find new beauties in it every time. 


Pizzicati. 

On the twenty-first of last month 
Albert Niemann celebrated the @ftieth 
anniversary of his first appearance as 
“Tannhauser.” It was at Hanover, 
and was the starting point of a career 
in which he soon became the greatest 
Wagner tenor of his time. 

It ie an interesting, curious and un- 
deniable fact, says the New York Sun, 
thet on nights when Mr. Caruso sings 
at the opera the devoted admirers 
who applaud his every phrase, have 
on several occasions hissed when the 
rest of the audience attempted to ap- 
plaud someone else. 

Some time ago a musician rented 
a house in Berlin and advertised for 
girls who wanted to learn to play the 
cornet, to prepare them to go with 
traveling brass bands. The course 
was to last four months. Over a hun- 
dred girls applied at once. some of 
them not over thirteen years old. The 
musician is now in the hands of the 
police. 

A subtle compliment was once paid 
to Prof. Nikische by Antonia Mielke. 
who often sang under his baton: 
“Nikische.” she said, “breathes with 
the singer.” There is a world of sug- 
gestion in those five words for many 
operatic time-beaters who think only 
of their players and never of the sing- 
ers on the stage.

Art the Expression of Nationality. 
T. the least retecttve the univer- 


sality of art must be apparent. 
Every nation trum the most 
simple to that manifesting the utmost 
complezity of civilization possesses 
and always has an art pe 


aginative qualities of the race; @ 
mode of speech so expressive in its 
demonstrations that it reveals to the 
expert in unmistakable terms the land 
of its birth. The art of the Greek and 
of the Roman cannot be confounded, 
and that of the Maori is no leas easily 
dixinguished from the work of the 
Solomon Islander, art being alike 
with the cannibal or the Athenian, 
the Italian of the @inque™ bento and 


France, the embodiment 
and communication of man's 
thoughts about man, nature and God. 

The natives of every land have 3 
nature and a religion of their own. 
Nature differs in each country, and 
no two religions are altogether iden- 
tleal: hence the universality and ian 
éividuali'y. 

The work of the Egyptians reveals 
the restraint Imposed upon it by the 
awful mysteries and majestic symbols 
of a powerful and jealous priesthood. 
In the Greece of Pericles no thought 
might be expressed that could not be 
expressed in pérfect form; this is the 
explanation of their limitations. 

Art grew to freedom with mankind, 
carrying with it the seeds of its own 
dissolution; precisely as the tide of 
civilization ebbed and flowed, so did 
art. With every great revolution In 
manner of thought, religious and 80 
cial, there has surely come a renais- 
sance of art in which ts always re- 
vealed not only the utterances of the 
inepired, but the key also to the lead- 
ing characteristics, the dominant 
traiis, the condition of a peaple. 

The study of 
the attendant 
leads to a truer appreciation of the 
rien, progress and fall of a rece than 
ean be learned from the compilation 
of kingly legends, of the endless sto- 
ries of battle, robbery and oppression, 
laboriously prepared for us by the 
historian. The former acquaigis us 
with the daily life of the millions; we 
see for ourselves how they worked, 
slept, suffered or enjoyed; their pic- 
tures, carvings. articles of common 
domestic use tell us in plain language 
what the people did and how they 
did it. Their buildings are the sur- 
est record of the degree of intellec- 
tua! development to which they at- 
tained. Read the leasons written on 
the stones of a medieval cathedral; 
witness the rugged but splendid 
strength of the rude commencement, 
the gradual increase of delicacy and 
refinement. the substitution of 
ance for mass; the simple tomb is sup- 
planted by a noble monument; see 
bow the later craftsmen reveled in a 
perfect glory of exquisite detail. 
Note, alas! how at last extravagance 
assumes the functions of lively con- 
ception and displaces freedom of 
treatment with overelaboration. 
thence comes rapid deterioration and 
slow death. So fascinating is the 
study of tradition that it carries with 
it the danger that the student may 
become a scholerly pedant, an imita- 
tor rivited to academic example. Ev- 
ery period of decay is succeeded by 
one in which the soul lies_darmant; 
the awakening is assured, though 
sometimes long deferred. Herein 
may be found our consolation, and 
our hope. To the superficial observ- 
er, to the pessimist we would say, 
look back, teurn and look forward 
again, for history will repeat itself 
as surely as glorious day dawn fol- 
lows somber night. 7 

In this country we are imitating 
every known style of architecture, 
and our painters, decorative as well 
as pictorial, and those practicing the 
applied arts, are all modeling their 
works upon so many different Euro- 
pean schools, thus proving the entire 
absence of any great native tradi- 
‘tions, but indicating a feverish search 
for truth, which will probably be 
found at home. When the true light 
ie found, then will a veritable Amer- 
jean art be borne into the world, but

Municipal Art Commissioners Report. 
The commisisoners are to be sin- 
cerely congratulated upon the gener- 
ally admirable nature of their recom- 
mendations, which if adopted as the 
basis of a fixed line of policy would 
eventually result in Los Angeles de- 
coming a city of remarkable attrac- 
tiveness, The absence of any public 
art gallery is a retiection upon the 
eMizens in general. as it betrays an 
extraordinary indifference to the ed- 
ucational value of a good collection of 
objects of art. It is scarcely credit- 
able that such a city as Los Angeles 
should possess either a gallery of 
fine aris, nor & museum. The sug- 
gestion that new tracts be laid out In 
such a manner that the natural con- 
tours should be followed, would, if 
adopted, simply revolutionize the mo- 
notony of our residential districts 
We should then find new pictures at 
every bend of the road. The archi- 
tectural possibilities suggested by 
such a change are delightful even to 

Such a scheme, how- 
ever, is probably too Utopian for the 
City Council to grasp. 

Apropos of the above, it may be 
noted that the trustees of the Gallery 
of Fine Arts in Columbus have re- 
quested the City Council to provide a 
site in Franklin Park for en art gal- 
lery and museum, and to make an 
appropriation for the erection of a 
Suitable building.

ART NOTES. : 

At Pasadena Mias Teresa Cloud and 
Mr. J. W. Nicholl have a show of 
their work in the Bentz Building. 
Miss Cloud painis in water color, and 
her sketches of green trees are pretti- 
ly drawn, one or two are quite pleas- 
antly deep in tone with a lot of 
cloudy sky washed freely in. Gum 
trees have a special attraction for 
Miss Cloud, and a slender bit of gum 
in blossom affords her motif for a 
decorative panel subdued in color and 
effective.

Don't say “creole” for “mulatto” or 
“octoroon.” 

Note.—A creole is “one born of u- 
ropean parents in the Americon col- 
onies of France or Spain, or in the 
States which were once such colonies, 
especially a person of French or Span- 
ish descent who is a native inbabi- 
tant of Louisiana or one of the 
States adjoining. dordering on the 
Gulf of Mexico.”"—Webds. Int. 

The word “creole” does not imply 
any mixture of African blood. 


“Don’t say “cross” for “crucifix.” 
Note —4 cross does not imply 4 
crucifix, but a crucifix implies a cross. 
A cross may be simply a cross and 
nothing more.

Even a shiri- 
waist this season knows better than 
to blouse. Sleeves for these waists 
continue to perplex, for they come im 
s0 many different styles, so that the 
best thing a Woman can do is to select 
what she thinks looks the best on her 
own arm. She can't go far wrong, for 
almost everything in sleeves is smart, 
unless she selects a drooping sleeve. 
Anything that droops these days is 
out of style. In Paris, the modistes 
are putting a fine scrime in the puffs 
of sleeves, no maiter how little the 
sleeve puffs, to give it that outstand- 
ing effect. Materials are so frail that 
sleeves really need something of this 
sort. Especially so the soft silks, un- 
less a sleeve is shirred in the per- 
pendicular fashion, from elbow 0 
shoulder. Then the shirrings are so 
close together that the scrime is un- 
necessary.

‘A PROFITABLE BUSINESS. 

The doing up of fine underlinen is 
far more important in these days 
than ironing a shirt. and a good liv- 
ing awaiis the woman who cares to 
learn this art and practice it in the 
cities. When these articles are 
washed and dried, the ruffles and 
trimming should be dipped into weak 
starch, and rolled down tightly, keep- 
ing all starched and fine portions in- 
side. Iron in about an hour. First 
of all. iron the sleeves, then the 
rules at the bottom, then the back. 
and finaliy al the ruffles and trim- 
ming and the front. With skirts and 
drawers, the ruffles first, and then 
the body part. Any criniping or flu 
ink must be done last of all, after 
slightly damping the, ruffles over 
again. When troning circular ruffles, 
always iron “with the thread” of the 
goods and the ruffles will not sag. For 
white skirts and for dresses a skirt 
board is a necessity; it should be 
about fifteen inches wide at the bot- 
tom and narrow down toward the top 
to about nine inches, and should be 
about five or five and a half feet in 
length. It is much better to pur- 
chase the folding skirt boards, being 
less expensive than having a carpen- 
ter make one. Cover first with an 
old blanket. folded double, and then 
with a length of white muslin. Tack 
the blanket into place underneath, 
but merely pin the muslin cover to 
the blanket. By packing this very 
closely together the pins will hold 
the muslin cover smooth, and it is an 
easy matter to change it every week. 

if one doubles a petticoat from 
front to back, in order to save labor, 
always smooth the front, or iron only 
to the fold; then open the skirt and 
amooth the front, as leaving this fold 
in is apt to make the skirt stick out 
in front when it is worn. 

A very little board, long and nar- 
row. with a pointed end, is useful for 
ironing shirt-waist sleeves, shirt bos- 
oms and many small places in cht! 
dren's garments, and this can be eas- 
ily made at home and covered. Sheets 
are generally ironed double, and they 
should be folded lengthwise, for this 
is exactly opposite to the way they are 
hung upon a line; it. distributes the 
wear and makes them last longer.—

“Our navy is now the third strong- 
est in the world, on paper,” said one 
of the chief officials at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. “England and France 
are ranked above us: but while. of 
course, we could not hope to vanquish 
tue former in the unhappy and un- 
likely event of a war, it is the com- 
mon opinion of American naval offi- 
cers that we could put up a winning 
fight against the latter. This may 
sound conceited to people who have 
only studied comparative lists of bat- 
tleships and cruisers, but we have 
good grounds on which to base our 


“America has been modest 
in her naval nomenclature. We have 
been building fast battleships and call- 
ing them armored cruisers. The new 
cruisers of the ‘Washington’ 
with their displacement of 
t 


most prodigious vessels in the world. 
I do not believe there is a battleship 
built before 1900 which could hope to 
encounter one of them successfully in 
a fair, stand-up fight. Many battle- 
ships built since 1990 could not do so. 
hey are really battleships with « 
speed of twenty-two knots. You may 
search all the seas without finding 
finer or more effective war vessels. 
Several of these cruisers have been 
launched and others are now nearing 
completion. 

“The building up of the new navy 
has been expensive work, of course, 
but the results have justified the ex- 
penditure. Since 1900 the navy esti- 
mates have nearly doubled. In that 
year we spent close on $56,000,000; 
last year close on $103,000,000. We 
have been paying more for our navy, 
during the past four years, than any 
other nation, except England. The 
average for the four years was $78,- 
71,606. France, which came next to 
us, spent an average of $63,000,000. 
England, in the struggle to keep up 
her two-power standard, expended 
$173,000,000. You must remember that 
France and England have much larger 
navies to maintain than we have, so 
that a bigger proportion of our money 
than of theirs went for new ships. 

“In 1900 we had eleven battleships. 
Since then the keels of fourteen new 
ones have been laid. Some of them 
are ready for service and others are 
approaching completion. Thus, prac- 
tically speaking, we have more than 
doubled the strength of our first line 
of battle since the last inauguration. 

“We had only two armored cruisers 
in 1900. Ten have been put on the 
stocks since then—the fast battleships 
of huge tonnage fo which I previously 
referred. Take, for example, the 
‘North Carolina’ and the ‘Montana.’ 
They cost $4,400,000 each and displace 
14,500 tons.. The famous Pp 
Oregon’ only cost $3,222,810 and dis-

“The peculiar strength of our navy 
is that the ships are better adapted 
for working together than those of 
any other navy, even Japan's. That 
is the beauty of building up a navy in 
four years or so. The speed of the 
battieship squadron is sixteen knots, 
and it could be made seventeen by 
cutting out the Indiana and the 
Massachusetts, old ships whose keels 
were laid away back in 1891. See how 

ickly ironelads get out of date! 

veseris, however, are by no 
means antiquated es compared with 
many battleships of other powers; 
but they are lagging behind their 
comrades. The armored cruisers 
could get up a squadron speed of 
twentytwo knots. if it were not for 
the New York, which can only make 
twenty-one. The flagship of Samp- 
son’s Santiago fleet ls already getting 
out of date, judged by our new navy 
standards. We have certainly 4“ 
vanced since the Spanish War, and 
the advance has mainly taken place 
during the past four years. 

“Our battleships have the heaviest 
armor and the most powerful arm:- 
ment of any of their size, besides the 
highest practical speed and the 
greatest radius of action. Our armored 
cruisers combine strength with speed 
better than any other vessels of their 
class. These are the two great fac- 
tore of the new navy, but since 1900 


eleven protected cruisers have been 


jeid down, besides a number of craft 
of lesser account. 

“Strikes and delays in the delivery 
of armor and steel forgings have re- 
tarded the completion of several cf 
the battleships and armored cruisers, 
but the delay has not been altogether 
unfortunate. It has made it possible 
to modify the plans to some extent 
and benefit by the latest discoveries in 
naval affairs, evenin some instances 
7 the lessons of the Russo-Japanese 

ar. 

“I suppose we squabble over our 
new ships more thanany other nation 
on earth. even Great Britain. Of 
course, everybody knows about the 
diecussions in the Navy Board; but 1 
can assure you that the deiails of new 
plansare just as warmiy debated in 
the wardrooms of the ships in com- 
mission. Whether we should have 
low fi or high freeboard, like 
that the English ships: whether 
superposed turrets are advisable in 
battleships; whether there should be 
heavy machinery and high steam 
power for armored cruisers, as Rear- 
Admiral Melville advocates. or the 
weight of the engines should be cut 


by the acquisition of naval bases at 
Guantanamo and Bahia Honda when 
Cuba was made independent. Large 
expenditures have already been made 
on the station at Guantanamo, which 
occupies an almost idea! situation for 
the control of the Caribbean Sea and 
the mainapproachesto the Isthmian 
Canal. Practically nothing has been 
done so far to improve and fortify 
the concession at Bahia Honda, but 
work has gone on uniterruptedly at 
Culebra, the coaling station off Porto 
Rica, which commands the Anegada 
Passage. Culebra is now, with 
the exception of Kingston, Jamaica, 
the strongest fortified place in the 
West Indies. In case of war, too, we 
could use coaling stations on both 
sides of the isthmus, so that our 
strategic position for the control of 
the canal has been rendered perfect.” 
CARING FOR AMERICA OVER SEA. 

Since the last inauguration, the 
United States has not only built up a 
new navy, but she has been obliged 
to perform the novel task of. looking 
efter colonies over sea. On this sub- 
ject William R. Erskine, a prominent 
member of the Society for Political 
Education and an intimate friend of 
both ex-Gov. Taft and Gov. Beek- 
man Winthrop, bad some interesting 
things to say: 

“The real American development of 
Porto Rico didnot begin until 1900,” 
he said. “and that of the Philippines 
not until 1901, when Judge Taft was 
appointed Civil Governor. In July of 
the following year Congress passed 
the Philippines Civil Government Bill, 
and since that date the Philippines 
have steadily progressed under Amer. 
ican rule. 

“The development of their com- 
merce is shown by the fact that 
whereas they only exported to the 
United States in 1901 $4,429,912 worth 
of merchandise, in 1904 they. sent us 
$12.966,.934 worth. Porto Rico, like 
most tropical colonies, is always 
grumbling: but we bought goods from 
her last year to the value of 611.576, 
912, as against $3,078,018 in 1900— 
near'y a four-fold increase in five 
years! If that rate of increase keeps 
up, the Porto Ricans onght soon 
to be an exeeedingly prosperous 

le. 

“Alike in the Phillipines and Porto 
Rico, the task of the American admin- 
istrators has been peculiarly difficult 
because their Spanish predecessors let 
the machine run down. If we had 
taken over an English. a Dutch or 
even a French colony, the problem 
would have been very different. It 
was nota question of keeping the ad- 
ministration running. but of building 
up an entirely new system of govern- 


ment. 
“All this has been done fn four short 


and that is because they have the pe- 
culiar advantage of being entreports 
for South American trade. 

“The great mass of the people in 
the Danish islands thought so well of 
our rule in Porto Rico that they 
wanted to be annexed to the United 
States in 1901 and 1902, and at that 
date we had not gone far with our 
schemes for improving the govern- 
ment of the colony. The school sys- 
tem, agricultural department and oth- 
er branches of the Porto Rican ad- 
ministration are continually held up 
as models by the Legislatures and 
newspapers of Jamaica and other 
British colonies. And the Porto N- 
cans themselves say that now, for the 
first time in their lives, they can rely 
npon getting absolute justice from 
the officials and the judges. 

“We have made Porto Rico happier 
and more prosperous in four or five 
years than the English have made 
Jamaica since Cromwell's day or the 
French Guadeloupe since the seven- 
teenth century. Its exports are 
greater than those of any other 
West Indian colony in proportion to 
population, and that is the best test 

prosperity in a small, tropical 
island, which lives by selling its prod- 
ucts to the outside world. 

“As for the Philippines, take the 
judgment of an expert. . Le 
mothe, the Governor of the French 
protectorate of Cambodia has been 
making a tour of investigation 
throughout the archipelago. Accord- 
ing to a cablegram from Manila, he 
says, that the Americans are puren- 
ing a new theory with extraordinary 
liberality. The boldest plans are 
energetically executed. Remarkable 
activity characterizes the public 
works. The universal extension of 
the school system at enormous ex- 
pense is, perhaps, premature in his 
opinion. However, more has been 
accomplished in the Philippines in 
five years than in twenty years in 
any of the other oriental colonies. He 
considers that the Philippines havea 
brighter future than Java. which is 
more successful from an administra- 
tion standpoint, but does not elevate 
the natives.’ 

“Americans, I think, would rather 
see their colonial experiments fail 
than succeed on the lines the Dutch 
in the East Indies have followed. 
The ‘culture system’ established by 

Gen. Johannes Graaf Van der Bosch 
in 1832 was one of the supreme crimes 
against humanity. The idea of the 
system is that the natives shall be 
foreed to labor on plantations for the 
government and for Dutch employers 
at the wage of about a cent a day. 
This wage gives them a bare subsist- 
ence, and all the profit of their labor 
goes to Holland. The culture and sale 
of coffee, the principal crop, is a 


colonizing business long before the 
Mayflower dropped anchor off Ply- 
mouth Rock.” 

“A TIDAL WAVE OF AMERICAN 

PRESTIGE.” 

Next to the creation of the new 
navy and the success of the United 
States as a colonial power, there 
comes, among the things of perma- 
nent and world-wide import, the new 
spirit introduced into diplomacy by 
our State Department and its repre 
sentatives abroad. 

It is usual to give All the credit to 
the department, but this is unfair. 8. 
R. Gummere, the Consul-General at 
Tangier, for example, was the real 
author of the famous “Perdicaris 
alive or Raisuli dead” cablegram. He 
cabled to the State Department, in- 
sisting that a message in practically 
those terms must be sent at once. It 
is well known, also, that the depart- 
ment has been guided in almost all 
the details of its vitally important 
Venezuelan policy by the advice of 


the man on the spot, Herbert W. 
Bowen, 
Strenuous measures have been 


adopted since the last inauguration to 
compel respect for American citizens 
and American interests in Turkey, 
Morocco, Hayti, Santo Domingo, Co 
lombia and other countries possessing 
incomplete civilizations. The result is 
that even savage monarchs and 
Latin-American dictators have come 
to understand that, whatever else 
they meddie with, they must pot 
meddie with the Stars and Stripes. 

“The United States is now re 
garded in the remotest parts of the 
world as among the great nations of 
the earth,” wrote the Hon. John Bar- 
rett, United States Minister to Pan- 
ama, in a recent article. “Our Minis- 
ters and Consuls stand in the front 
rank of foreign representatives, and 
our merchants. missionaries and trav- 
elers find themselves, whether in the 
heart of Asia, Africa or South Amer- 
ica, accorded every protection, inter- 
est and facility that is given to the 
most favored nation. tidal wave 
of American prestige has swept over 
the seas, and back in the interior of 
strange lands everywhere our flag 
stands for that which is best among 
all veoples.“ 

The numerous victories of thé 
United States’ Far Eastern diplo- 
macy were inaugurated as far back 
as September, 1899, when John Hay 
first advanced his “open door” policy 
in regard to China. All the govern- 
ments concerned—those which had 
shown a desire to grab portions of 
China—gave satisfactory assurances 
in favor of that policy within less 
than three months; but then came the 


treaty between the two countries, 
which was signed at Shanghai in 
1903, was the reward of honest, 
straightforward diplomacy. 
treaty clinches the “open door” policy 
and further opens up China to for 
eign trade. 

Among other treaties of impor 
tance effected during the past four 
years are the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
which abrogated the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and gave to the United 
States a free hand to construct the 
Isthmian Canal alone; the Alaskan 
boundary treaty, which settled «4 
long-standing dispute very much to 
the satisfaction of Americans and 
the disgust of Canadians; the Pious 
Fund arbitration treaty, one of many 
instruments by which the State De- 
partment and the Senate have em. 
phasized America’s candid desire for 
arbitration in the settlement of in- 
ternational disputes; the commercial 
treaty with Cuba, adding generosity 
to the justice which made Cuba en 
independent republic; the treaty with 
Menelik, effected by Consul<ieneral 
Skinner’s picturesque mission which 
opened up a new country to American 
trade: and extradition treaties with 
Belgium, Denmark, Guatemala, Servia 
and Mexico. The treaty with Mexico 
is noteworthy, because it is designed 


to catch doodlers,“ making 
bribe-giving and bribe-taking extradit- 
able offences. 


Toward the end of 1904 arbitration 
treaties were effected with France, 
Germany, Switzerland, Portugal and 
Great Britain, while Italy, Mexico and 
other powers signified their willing- 
ness to negotiate like treaties. 

In October, 1904, President Roose- 
velt put the coping stone on Ameri- 
ca’s crusade for peace by inviting the 
powers represented at the Hague 
conference of 1899 to hold another 
conference and continue the work 
then accomplished. All the powers, 
save Russia, agreed tc the proposal. 
Russia replied cordially, but suggest- 
ed that the conference should be post- 
poned until after the conclusion of 
the war with Japan. It is expected, 
however, that the Czar’s government 
will be brought into line and the con- 


ference held during the present year.

Judge John Pickering of the United 
States District Court of New Hamp- 
shire was impeached in 1803 for drun- 
kenness, profanity, and other miscon- 
duct. He was convicted on March 12, 
1803, and was removed from the bench. 
Judge Pickering had been a member 


to his failing mental powers. 

In 1804 the distinguished patriot and 
jurist, Samuel Chase of Maryland, one 
of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, a man who had served 
his State and country notably, was im- 
peached for an offense five years old 
while serving as an Associate Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court. 
The case against him was based upon 
his action in 1799 in the trials of Fries 
and Callender for sedition. John Ran- 
dolph led in the attack upon Judge 
Chase. The case was entirely political, 
and the Senate acquitted the jurist on 
March 6, 1806. He sat in the Supreme 
Court thereafter until his death in 1811. 
By some it ts held that the prosecution 
of Judge Chase had a good effect in 
“checking the overbearing conduct of 
the bench at that time, but “the purity 
of his motives seems beyond question.”

HOURS IN A LIBRARY

Leslie ‘s “Hours in a Li- 
brary” falls but little short of being 
a classic. Li is known, and valued-— 
what is more—read by any and all 
students who make any pretension to 
knowledge of and acquaintance with 
the best of English criticism. But its 
high standing in a measure works 
against it as far as the younger stu- 
dent or reader is concerned. “Hours 
in a Library” is so universally ac- 
cepted by the readers of the passing 
generations, that they feel the rising 
generation must accord it a place as 
of course. Truth is, however, that the 
younger reader is apt to lose much by 
regarding Lesiie Stephen's work in a 
false light. Ite title may prove just 
a little misleading. We are bothered’ 
today with endless publications that 
offer an indiscriminate mass of ex- 
cerpts from the world’s great writers. 
These books are just a little above be- 
ing worthless. It is but natural, since 
there is a similarity of tities, that the 
reader not already acquainted with 
Sir Leslie's work may regard it as a 
collection of this kind. Such, however, 
it i not. Rather than Hours in a 
Library” it might have been titled 
“Life in a Library,” or “An Appre- 
ciative Soul in a Library.” “My neigh- 
bers think me often alone, wrote 
Sterne, “and yet at such time I am in 
company with more than five hundred 
mutes, each of whom communicates 
his ideas to me by dumb signs quite as 
intelligibly as any person living can do 
by uttering of words; and with a mo- 
tion of my hand I can bring them as 
near to me as 1 please; I handle them 
as 1 like: they never complain of in

rélesuance of “Hours in a Library.” 
because of its revieed and enlarged 
form, deserves attention as much as it 
the set were a new one. 

“Hours in a Library” is published in 
four volumes. Its sub are the 
older and more substantial writers. 
Stephen's style is clear, graceful, and 
decidediy literary. His knowledge is 
deep, his view broad. He deals with 
the themes that engage his pen in that 
dignified style that characterised the 
essayist of several decades ago. We 
do not mean by this that he is ponder- 
ous. but he never becomes filppant. To 
him literature is sacred, and when he 
writes upon authors and books 
reverence prompts him to spare no la- 
bor either to be accurate, Inetructive, 
or elevating. In the first volume we 
have seven papers. Some of these, just 
as in the other volumes, are ritical. 
while others are closer to the aph- 
al. In the seven papers the first is 
concerned with the novels of Defoe. 
Richardson's novels, which have re- 
cently enjoyed somewhat of a revival, 
are next considered. Pope as a moral- 
ist is ably written of. Sir Walter Scott 
is given a sketch of much interest; but 
perhaps because of native pride, we

le written about today. Dr. Johnson 
is followed by too sketches — 
Crabbe and Hazlitt, respectively. he 
paper on “Disraeli’s Novels” comes as 
of especial timeliness, for there are 
appearing several editions of Disraeli's 
writings at the present time as well as 
the first appearance of a novel by the 
great stateseman-author which was but 
recently discovered. The last chapter 
in this volume is devoted to Massinger. 
Volume III offers a great variety of 
themes, and each and every one of 
them is brimful of interest. Leslie 
Stephen's article upon Godwin and 
Sheliey is unusually pleasing. But here 
we are anticipating, since the men- 
tioned article is the last in the volume. 
First comes an intelligent discussion of 
Fielding’s novelse—books that at one 
time were what might, in the slang of 
the day. be termed the rage, but 
which are today little read. Cowper 
and Rousseau are doubled up for the 
second chapter. We then have a view 
of a great literary force in English 
literature—the firet Edinburgh review- 
ers. This is followed by a paper on 
Wordsworth’s Ethics, and an article 
headed “Landor’s Imaginary Conver- 
at ons. Intervening between this last- 
mentioned contribution and the article 
on Godwin and Shelley, already re- 
ferred to, are three biographical 
sketches of inestimable worth—Ma- 
caulay, Charlotte Bronte and Charles 
Kingsley. Volume IV contains eight 
chapters. The opening two are semi. 
biographical, dealing with Gray and 
Sterne. Gray is considered more as an 
infivence in creating a school The 
third chapter is on “Country Books.” 
George Eliot receives an appreciative 
sketch. “Autoblography” heads an 
entertaining essay. “Cariyles Eth- 
ics.” “The State Trials, and “Coler- 
Age complete the book and the series, 
The make-up of the volumes is most 
attractive. The only fault that can 
be found with the series is the absence 
of a sketch of the author. Since Stephen 
is dead it seems that the publishers 
might have included in the present edi- 
tion a sketch of the author and also 
some brief introduction or preface. As 
a rule we are not favorable to prefaces. 
but in a work of this class such a me- 
dium af explaining the series to the 
reader would have proved both inter- 
esting and helpful. B.

Swinburne’s Works. 

THE POEMS OF CHARLES SWINBURNE. 
Siz volumes. Harpers & res, New York. 
If one were asked to name the most 

popular living po@ts there would be ex- 

perienced some difficulty in determin- 
ing just who and who would constitute 
the party of say the five foremost writ- 
ers of verse. If ones were asked to 
name the one greatest living poet, 
there could be no question as to the 
answer. ‘Algernon Charies Swinburne 
may be subjected to unfavorable crit- 
iclam because of the nature of much of 
his verse, but none can fault him 
because of the quality. He is a pas- 
sionate singer of passion. His poetry 
is brimful of love songs of the ardent 
lover. And for their excessive warmth 
have been eagerly read by some 

and stubbornly shunned by others. But 
none who is acquainted with the best 
of literature can deny that Swinburne 
in one of the really great poets that 
the English-speaking races have pro- 
duced. Charities F. Johnson has coupled 
his name with those of the really great 
te—"Shakespeare, Milton, Shelley, 

— and Swinburne are admittedly 

masters of musical verse.” And the 

fame authority asserte “The great 
master of the music of the three-syi- 
lable foot is Swinburne, the first met- 
rical artist of our day.” We appreci- 
ate the feelings of those who have 
taker up arms against Swinburne be- 
cause of the character of much of his 
poetry. But while they may justly 
censure, they cannot ignore his stand- 
ing as a poet of great standing. The 
student of English literature must 
either include Swinburne in his Üter- 
ary acquaintance as well as Browning, 

Tenryeon and Rosetti, or he must sur- 

vey English literature with an incom- 

plete knowledge. 

If one, then, ts the name of 
Swinburne as that of one of the great- 
est of modern poets, he must naturally 
rejoice at the opportunity to study the 
poet's works which is afforded by the 
appearance of the complete writings of 
Swinburne’s poems in six volumes. “It 
is now thirty-eight years since my first 
volume of miscellaneous verse, lyrical 
ani dramatic, and elegiac and generally 
heterogeneous, had as quaint a recep- 

on and as singular a fortune as I 

ave ever heard or read of,” writes 

Mr. Swinburne of the present edition 

of his writings. “For its author,“ he 
ontinues, “the most amusing and sat- 
fying result of the clatter aroused 

by it was the deep diversion of collat- 
ing and comparing the variously fnac- 
curate verdicts of the scornful or 
mournful censors who insisted on re- 
garding all the studies of passion and 
sensation attempted or achieved in it 
as either confessions of positive fact 
or excursions of absolute fancy.” A 
number of the shorter pieces contained 
in these six volumes are familiar to 
the American readers, and yet the 
writings of Swinburne have been ac- 
cessible only in a limited measure to 
the American public until the appear- 
ance of this edition. Of Swinburne’s 
standing we have already spoken. We 
should ike to dwell at some length 
upon the conjents of these volumes, 
and yet such @ course seems somewhat 
useless, since practically ali that the 
poet has written is to be found between 
the covers of these six books. A word 
with several brief excerpts from the 
whole may be in point. In “Atalanta in 

Calydon” we have a fair example of

AN ACT IN A BACKWATER. By EF.

E. F. Benson's new novel, “An Act in 

a Backwater,” disappoints one agree- 
ably; the latter part of the book is so 
very much better than the beginning. 
Apparently, Mr. Benson does not be- 
come interested in his work until about 
half way through the story, and con- 
sequently he does not interest the 
reader, The first chapters concern a 
young man who painted a picture of 
& young woman, at the time unknown 
to him, whose dog, having been in the 
water, was about to shake himeelf in 
dangerous proximity to her dress; the 
gossip which made mountains out of 
this molehill; and some would-be scath- 
ing hits at the literary eritics who can 
find nothing but condemnation for an 
unconventional book even though they 
acknowledge it to be a realistic study 
of characters. 

Mr. Benson's characters, whose ac- 
quaintance one really makes only in 
the later part of the book, are well 
drawn and such as one is glad to 
know.

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HAS PHARAOW’S RING. 


interesting Relic of an Egyptian King 
Whe Ruled Before the 
Exodus. 

[Chicago News:] From the tombs of 
the Pharaohs of ancient Egypt, from 
the mosque at Omar at Jerusalem, 
which stands where once stood the tem- 
ple of Solomon, and from the Church of 
the Holy Sepulcher Rev. Dr. William E. 
Burton, pastor of the Congregational! 
Church at Oak Park, has received a 
second consignment of religious relics. 
Among these is a signet ring, worn by 
Pharaoh Khu-en Aten, the reformer- 
heretic King of the eighteenth dynasty, 
who reigned over Egypt about 100 years 
before the exodus. 

“Khu-en Aten's signet ring is the 
most valuable relic I have secured in 
this consignment,” said . Barton. 
“The tomb of the Pharaoh from which 
it was taken is at Tei-el-Amarna, 126 
miles from Thebes. This city was 
founded by Khu-en Aten as his capi- 
tal and there he endeavored to estab- 
lish certain important reforms. He un- 
dertook to abolish polytheism and sub- 
stitute the worship of one god—the disk 
of the sun. Pictures have been found 
of the King, his wife and six daughters 
worshiping the gun, which reaches 
down with long hands to receive the 


gifts and to hand the King and his 
household the key of life. Extensive 
reforms in art, iscardi the eld 


forms and substituting a realism which 
was considered profane, were also un- 
dertaken by the King. After his death 
@ reaction set in and the capital was 
moved back to Thebes. 

“In the Old Testament, in the story 
of Joseph's elevation to the position of 
Prime Minister it is recorded that 
‘Pharaoh took off the ring from his 
hand and put it on Joseph's hand.’ A 
similar statement is made concerning 
Haman in the book of Doster. The sig- 
nificance of the act lay in the fact that

Francisca Guada- 
lupe Vallejo, belonged to an old Cal- 
ifornia family, daughter of Gen. Ma- 
rino Guadalupe Vallejo, and was born 
in 1835. At the age of fifteen she was 
married to Gen. (then captain) John B. 
Frisbie, and about a quarter of a cen- 
tury ag) they came to this city, to 
make it their new home. The girlhood 
days of Miss Vallejo were radiant with 
romance. Her father waa the military 
commandant of California. The golden 
threads had not been discovered in the 
rocky mantle of the Californian 
Coast; that remained for the genius 
of another race tp pick out, even, the 
inquisitive American. The country 
was divided into immense cattle es- 
tates and grain haciendes, more or leas 
In the center of one of 
those mile-wide estates was the old 
home of the Vallejos, and it was a hia- 
pitable place, where life was simply 
manorial. Into that hitherto sequest- 
ered section, s0 remote from the busy 
Hest of the United States. entered 
the irrepressibie Americans. War had 
been declared between the two repub- 
lics of Mexico and the United States, 
& War which even Gen. Grant. then a 

ships ng © flag of the 
American Union bad reached Califor- 
nia a short time in advance of the 
British squadron and commenced the 
occupation of the coast; on one of the 
ships was Capt. Frisbie, who left New 
York six months before to engage in 
the work of occupation. Meanwhile 
Col, Fremont, at the head of an ex- 
ploring expedition in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, had driven the Mexicans to bay 
aud was surrounding them along the 
coast. He captured Gen. Vallejo, ana 
held him a prisoner, but he.was re- 
leased through the efforts of Friabic. 
The men became attached to each 
other, and later, when peace was con- 
firmed, the young American captain 
visited the distinguished Mexican at 
his home. The American army occu- 
pying California was divided into three 
detachments, sent respectively to 
Mazatlan, Los Angeles and Sonoma.

The wedding was celebrated at the old 
homestead, the ceremony being per- 
formed Father Dumas, the parish 
priest. brie's best man was Gen. 
Joe Hooker, then a lieutenant, and 
among other American officers present 
were Gens. Stoneman, Gibbs and Pleas- 
anton. Leaving military service, Capt. 
Frisbie went into business for himself. 
One of his first transactions was the 
purchase and sale of Mare Island, 
where the navy yards are now located. 
He bought it for $5000 and sold it for 
$8000, quite a rare bit of business in 
those times. With his giri-bride he

bie came to this country to locate, and 
while the general has had signal suc- 
cess in business enterprises, his good 
wife has induiged in expansive char- 
ities, but of that quiet fort where the 
left hand is not supposed to know the 
doings of the right.

ORANGES SENT TO CANADA. 

Sonora oranges have never competed 
with the Californian as have those pro- 
duced in the great State of Jalisco; 
the latter ripen and are shipped to the 
United States almost midway between 
the crops of California and Florida, 
while those from Sonora mature at the 
same time as the American. The pro- 
duction of Sonora in 1897 wes estimat- 
ed at 30,000,000 oranges, valued at$300, 
000, but the production last year was 
probably almost 50,000,000. Not able 
to compete with the Californian 
markets the Sonora producers are now 
shipping to Canada. It was supposed 
the oranges in Sonora were infested 
with the plague that is more or leas 
common in the State of Morelos, but 
such is not the case. The Sonora fruit 
does not have the resinous exudation, 
or sweat, nor does it suffer from the 
conchita insect common in California. 
The Board of Horticulture at San 
Francisco, Cal. however, p to 
satisfy itself on that head dnd a com- 
mission of inapectors will errive next 
month represénting the board in order 
to visit and examine orange plan- 
tations in various portions of this coun- 
try, Sonora included. Gen. Izabal of 
that State is preparing to give the 
visitors. every facility in his power to 
the thorough investigation of the sit- 
vation, and the planters in Sonore are 
said to be anxious for their arrival in 
order to satisfy them as to the imma- 
culate character of their fruit. 

THE RUBBER PROBLEM.

FARMING IN MEXICO. 
Walter Whiteman, an American 
who has a 300-acre farm in the State 
of Hidalgo, is in the city on business.

when the sun set, and yet the result 
was a bare living. Low prices for 
products and high prices for things

gy 3 In Mexico farm prod- 


farmer needs are cheaper. Labor is 
much cheaper and the soil is richer, 
as a rule. There are places in the 
State of Hidalgo where the vegetable 
soll runs down fifty feet. Climatic 
conditions are more favorable in 
this country; there are uo extremes 
of heat or cold, and where irrigation 
is accomplished the lack of rains dur- 
ing one-haif the year does not inter- 
fere with the productiveness of the 
soll. While there are of 
Mexico. such as San Lu Potosi or 
Zacatecas, where rain does not fall 
for years, it is quite regular jn Hal. 
go, and, in fact, in the entire central 
belt of the republic. Therefore, short 
or poor crops are practically un- 
known in that portion of the country. 
Taxes on property aré much lower 
than in the United States, and the 
origina] cost of lands probably not 
one-half. With a few hundred dob 
lars a farmer can fix himself up in 
Mexico. whereas in the United States 
it would take thousands. While so 
far good live stock has not been es- 
tensively reared in Mexico, it .can be 
developed cheaper than in the United 
States, as there is no expense in win- 
tering it. But American-bred stock 
does not do very well in this high al- 
titude: it does better on the lower 
levels, but the foreign and native 
stocks blended and bred do well in 
any part of the country. All agricul- 
tural implements have to be brought 
from the United States, and the ex- 
pense commences there, but machin- 
ery and implements are about one 
third cheaper than they were ten 
years ago. 
MEXICAN MINUTIAE. ; 

Oil experts in Northern Chihuahua 
think they have found that valuable 
fuel near Ojinaga, in the Valley of the 
Rio Grande, opposite Presidio del 
Norte. Los Angeles men are am- 
ining the fields, which, if proven prac- 
tical, will be exploited by California 
capital. 

If the protective duty enacted by 
the government in favor of the Mexi- 
can Dynamite and Explosive Company 
goes into effect next week, undoubted- 
ly the California Powder Works and 
other foreign companies doing bust 
ness in this country will fight the 
Mexican company by cutting prices. 
The duty will be $210 per ton, also 
$30 additional on dynamite when the 
foreign explosive is consumed in this 
country. The native concern spent 
$2,000,000 on its plant in the State 
of Durango, and has on hand 800 tons 
in stock, from 30 to 70 per cent. 
grades. At present there are about 
1000 tons of foreign dynamite in Mex- 
ico; on the latter there has already 
been a cut of $2.50 per case. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the old im- 
porting companies can stand a drop 
of $7.75 on every case, implied by the 
cut in price and the duty. The out- 
put of the factory is now six tons 
daily, but they expect to be able to 
turn out later ten tons daily, which 
about covers the needs In this coun- 
try. 
A San Francisco company has been 
organized to exploit mines owned by 
them in the Ures district, State of 
Sonora, a short distance from the 
smelting works of the Yaqui Smelting 
and Refining Company. The property 
is two miles from the Yaqui River, 
and the product is copper of high per- 


centage. 

D. C. Narver of Los Angeles has 
bonded his gold and copper property, 
situated in the Moctezuma Mining 
District, Sonora, to California capit- 
alists, for $15,000.. An expert exam- 
ination is to be made by A. F. 
Drucker, accompanied by Dana 8. 
Putnam of Los Angeles. 1 

Since the United States took Cuba 
under its star-spangled wing, commer- 
clally speaking, the trade of that 
isiand with Mexico has fallen off. the 
extra merchandise being now deflect- 
ed to the American market. During 
the last six months of 1904, the im- 
portations of products to 
Mexico amounted to $47,564, and dur- 
ing the same period in 1903 to $66.604. 
The same is true as to exports from 
Mexico to Cuba; during the last six 
months of 1904 they amounted to 
$879,477, and in 1903 to $1,561,247.

Contracter Says Bide Should be Re- 
at Ones to Save

“If the City Council widhes to make 
a great saving in the cost of sprinkling 
the streets,“ sald a former stréet- 
sprinkling contractor yesterday, “it 

iet the new contract at once. 

© present contract expires June 9 

and if there is to be any competition 

in bidding the new contract should be 
advertised promptly. 

“Under the present system of hiring 
ite own men and calling on the contrac- 
tor to furnish only the wagons and the 
horses, the city is paying more than 
twice the amount for street sprinkling 
that was paid uinder the former sys- 
tem, when the entire contract wes let 
at a lump sum. 

“The wagons now in use are old and 
worn out. They are r in eppear- 
ance and waste much of the city’s 
water. If the new contract is adver- 
tised at once there will be bidders who 
would put in new equipment. This can- 
not be done if the the 
contract is held up unt the t mo- 


ment. 
“Two rs ago the matter was held 
until three days before the expiration 
of the old contract. Hot weather had 
come on, and it was absolutely neces- 
sary that the sprinkling continue with- 
out interruption. Thus there was little 
chance for competition. 
“There is danger that. if itical 
influences operate for delay this year, 
there will be no chance of getting en 
bidders to enter the field. Council 
should take up the matter without de-

HAD A NOSE FOR NEWS. 


Tennessee Jurist Who Was a Good 
Friend of All the Newspaper 
Men. 

[New Orleans Times-Demoécrat:] 
“Memphis lost a good newspaper man 
the. other day, when Judge Hammond, 
of the United States Court in that 
district, died,” said a man from Ten- 
nheasee, “and I may add that he was 
among the very few good newspaper 
men I have ever known in his position. 
Judges, as a rule, do not possess what 
we call ‘the nose for news,’ and in 
many instances they have but little 
patience with what they are pleased 
to regard, often mistakenly, as the re- 
porter’s ignofance of the law and 
judicial matters. Judge Hammond was 
not of these. The mere tyro in the 
business would always find a helper 
in Judge Hammond. He would go out 
of his way to accommodate the re- 
porter, go back to his office at night 
and remain there for hours just to keep 
Some Straggiing reporter from getting 
left on a story. He seemed to love 
the details of newspaper work, and 
it was by no means a rare thing for 
him to write a story during some ful! 
in the court proceedings, and in de- 
yeloping the story he displayed that 
rare discriminating genius we fird in 
the more successful newspaper men of 
the country. Judge Hammond held 
rather original ideas with regard ww 

the news value of court events. 

Do you know,’ he said to me one 
day, ‘that there is something of news 
value in even the dryest of court 
cases’ There may be a new applica- 
tion of an old principle, or some new 
theory growing out of the old creeds, 
or a hoveity of some sort, and behind 
any of these things the sedate back- 
ground of the old rules of conduct, the 
origin, history, growth, names associ- 
ated with them, events which have 
marked the developments after war, as 
in the case of many of the principles

It can- 
mot be foretold with absolute exact- 
ness, for there are some factors of un- 
certainty. Without much doubt, the 
crusaders will be able to secure the 
requisite number of signatures to place 
upon the city the heavy expense of a 
Special election to determinc the ques- 
tien of prohibtion. This will amount 
t about $9000 or $10,000. It is, of 
course, an open question as to whether 
ihe voters of the city wili vote “dry” 
or “wet.” This question can only be 
Gecided by the counting of the ballots, 
if an election be held. 

Suppose the voters should decide in 
faver of prohibition—a result not at all 
impossibie, and, perhaps, not improba- 
bie? The city would loge thereby an 
annual revenue considerably in excess 
Of $200,000 (the exact figures are not at 
Rand.) This loss of revenue would, of 
course have to be made up by taxpay- 
ers, and it would constitute, in addl- 
tien to the extra tax which the new 
Schoeol-bond issue will impose, a bur- 
Gen by no means inconsiderable. 


But, leaving the question of lost rev- | 


enue aside, would prohibition in Los 
Angeles prohibit? Would the selling of 
ali kinds of liquor, wine and beer cease 
in Los Angeles, if the prohibition prop- 
Osition should carry’ If the experience 
of other communities where the experi- 
ment has been tried may be regarded 
a8 any criterion, it would not, The 
traffic would be driven into more se- 
oret places, and to enforce the law 
with anything like thoroughness would 
require a quadrupling of the present 
police force. Even then the traffic 
Won go on, as it has gone on eise- 
Where under like conditions. The 
lNquor dealers, paying no license, could 
afford to incur considerabie expense in 
evading the law. 

In brief, we should have here a repe- 
tition of the manifold evils which have 
ettended the attempt to enforce proni- 
Dition laws in other communities, un- 
i «havieg discovered the utter im- 
practicability of the prohibition plan,) 
the people would vote to go back tu tae 
more practical license system. Under 
this system, properly and wisely ad- 
ministered, the liquor traffic can be 


kept within reasonable bounds, and. 


made to pay a good share of the pubiic 
expenses. It would be unwise for Los 
Angeles to abandon this system 
(though present conditions could doubt- 
lees be improved upon) for the infeasi- 
bie experiment of forcible prohibition.

HE GAMBLING FEVER. 

In the Legislature of the State of 
Missouri a bill is on the eve of passage, 
the purpose of which is to suppress 
Tace-track gambling. A bill having a 
like object is before the Legislature of 
California. Similar laws have been en- 
acted in other States, and the object 
sought has been attained with varying 
degrees of success, proportionate, gen- 
erally speaking, to the thoroughness 
with which the laws have been en- 
forced. 

There is no reasonable doubt, that 
laws against the vice of race-track 
gambling can be enforced: nor is there 
any doubt that proper laws, properly 
enforced, will be efficacious im putting 
a stop to this particular form of Vice. 
The only real basis for doutit*im the 
premises is as to whether suitable re- 
pressive laws will be honestly enacted 
and honestly enforced. In California, 
the work Will be only partially accom- 
plished after the Espey bill shall have 
become a law. It would, indeed, be 


better not to this measure if it is‘ 
to remain’ a lettér upon our stat- 
ute books. 


It is not to be supposed for a minute 
that the gambling spirit can be wholly 
eradicated. This insidious fever of the 
blood is as old as the human race, and 
is indeed. a part of its entire recorded 
history. But Dy means of well-devised 
laws, and with thorough administrative 
action back of those laws, the evils 
resulting from gambling may be re- 
duced to a minimum, as has often and 
often been demonstrated. 

Incalculabiy demoralizing are the in- 
fluences emanating from such moral 
plague-spots as Ascot Park. There, 
where the vice of gambling is flaunted 
openly, is a storm center of demoral- 
ization, which sprends in ever-widen- 
ing circles, to corrupt the moral sense 
of the community. Ascot.offers the 
open door of opportunity’ for the ruin 
of thousands who woyild be upright and 
valuable citizens if they wert not thus 
tempted into the paths of wrong. It 
arouses the passian for gaming that 
leg dormant in many natures In 
others it inflames this passion. which 
may have been only partiy aroused. In 
all who witness this demoralizing: 
“sport,” passions are stimulated which 
shoyld, rather, be repressed... The 
moral tone of the individual is lowered, 
whether consciousiy or unconsciously. 
Persons in whom impulse predominates 
over judgment are led to take chances 
which they cannot afford’.to ‘take, 
plunging deeper and deeper, until they 
are fate to face with utter ruin. 

It is the rankest of folly and the ex- 
treme of absurdity to say that race- 
track gambling cannot be stopped. It 
can be stopped more easily, perhaps, 
than any other form of gambling, be- 
cause the “sport” is carried on essen- 
tially in the open, whereas other forms 
of gambling are carried on under cover, 
in remote and well-guarded rooms, and 
in all sorts of secret places. Public

for many weeks past. We cannot help 
the evil which has already been done, 
but we can provide agairist its.repeti- 
tion next year, and this must be done 
at any cost.

State, for a quarter of a century, the 
total output of Northern California last 
year was not more than a few hundred 
carloads—or, say, at a very liberal es- 
Uma te, considerably lees than 5 per 
cent. of the total product of the Stafe. 
These things we cvuld afford to pass 
over in silence, for we are too busy 
and prosperous and happy to care 
about picking a quarrel with our less 
fortunate northern neighbors. There 
are, however, some other things which 
are still rankling in our minds, and 
which must be discontinued and dis- 
avowed ere we can think of running 
even, in double harness, with the peo- 
ple of Northern California, as repre- 
sented by the organization above re- 
férred to. Among these ie that cele- 
brated “California thermal delt map 
reproduced from the Climatology of : 
California, which was prepared under 
the direction of Willie I. Moore of the 
United States Weather Bureau by 
Alexander G. McAdie, professor of me- 
teordlogy. This precious map shows 
that a big stretch of country. embrac- 
ing almost all of Southern California, 


except the eastern part of San Diego 
county, and running up almost to the 
Oregon line, possesses an identical c- 
mate, with mean annual temperatures 
renning from, @ to 70 deg. This map, 
by the way, d published by the Call- 
fornia Promotion Committee of San 
Franciaco as “reliable information 
about Calffernia.” Reliable informa- 
tion, indeed. According to this map. 
the stranger would be led to believe 
that the climates of San Diego and 
Santa Monica, and Los Angeles, and 
San Bernardino, and Fresno, and Sac- 
ramento, and Redding are identical. 
Any comment upon this absolutely pre- 
posterous proposition would be alto- 
gether superfluous. The following 
statement is printed on the map: 

“This map brings out in strong iight 
the fact that the climate of California 
is not determined by latitude. From 
the forty-first degree in the north to 
Nan Diego is a vast belt, where the 
mean annua) temperature is between 
60 and 70 degs. That is from slightly 
below Mt. Shasta, which is in about 
the same latitude as Bridgeport, Ct., 
doWn to San Diego, which is in about 
the same latitude as Charleston. N. C., 
is a huge belt of fertile country capable 
of growing oranges.” 

This is more and more misleading. It 
would lead the innocent stranger to be- 
lieve that a large area of California is 
a@apted to citrus-frult culture—to 
quote from the statement “a huge belt 
of fertile country capable of growing 
oranges.” This is absolutely and en- 
tirely untrue. A responsible and re- 
spéectable association, purporting to 
furnish “reliable information,” should 
not for a moment think of publishing 
such misleading statements. There is 
no “huge belt" of country capable of 
growing ranges in California. On the 
contrary, the several orange- growing 


running in narrow belts, along the foot- 
hills, and on some of the mesas. Even 
here, in Southern California, this 16 
true. And the further north you go, 
beyond the Tehachepi, the tore true 
it. becomes. At Riverside, the great- 
est orange- growing section of the 
world, in the heart of the orange- 
growing region of Southern California, 
it is only through a portion of the 
settlement. that perfect citrus condi- 
tions exist. In the older parts of the 
settiement frequent disastrous frosts 
have led many of the growers to re- 
place their orange groves with alfalfa. 
It is, therefore, not only untrue, but tn 
the highest degree cruel, to thus repre- 
sent te innocent eastern home seekers 
that there is a “huge beit“ through- 
out California. within which oranges 
may be successfully grown on a com- 
mercial scale, If that were true, good 
citrus fruit land, with water, in South- 
ern Callfornia, would not be considered 
cheap at $250 an acre, or bearing or- 
ange. groves at $1000 an acre. 

It is astonishing, not only that the 
United States Weather Bureau should 
permit such a@ misleading chart to go 
out, but that an association pretending 
to furnish reliable information ghould 
circulate it under ite name. You may 
twist the technical statistics as “Witch 
as you like. As The Times has fre- 
quently shown, a place with a winter 
temperature of 30 deg., and a summer 
temperature of 120 deg., has the same 
“average temperature —75 deg.—as a 
place with a winter temperature of 70 
der., and a summer temperature of 8 
deg. The fact remains that this map 
is glaringly misleading and absurd. 80 
long as such literature as this is cir- 
culated by the California Promotion 
Committee that organization cannot 
expect support from self-respecting and 
intelligent residents of the southiand.

The minority members of the Board 
of Supervisors who wanted to have 
Sheriff White furnish an itemized ac- 
count each month when putting in his 
claim for feeding the county prisoners, 
but who were outvoted, have not 
changed their opinion that the Sheriff 
is making money out of the county's 
hotel for criminals. 

The Supervisors did not, howeve:, 
know how to get at the facts and 
figures, for none of then are grocery 
experts. When the report came In from 
the County Farm the data for keeping 
the patients furnished just what they 
wanted, and there is going to be an- 
other pow-wow when Sheriff! White 
puts in his monthly demand. 

In the grand total of $26,979.70 which 
is the amount the County Farm has 
cost during the year. are included the 
cost of meat. tobacco, groceries, cloth- 
ing, fruit and vegetables, bread, drugs», 
ice, coal oll, and fuel for the pumping 
plant; miscellaneous expenses (which 
include $504.52 for instance: milk, 
butter and eggs, repairs on the home 
building, house and kitchen; furniture 
and fixtures, and saiary account for the 
care of the home. 

In this list are several thousands of 
@eliars which are not chargeable to the 
feeding account of the patients, and 
yet even including these the showing 
made is suggestive. The total amount 
ie $26,979.70, or. deducting the farm in- 
come of $2252.87, a net amount of ..- 
726.58. This sum was expended in feed- 
ing and caring for an average of 215 
patients per day, or a total of 79,563 
days at a rate per day of 32 cents with- 
out the income from the farm and 
cents with the farm income. And there 
patients get three meals a day, making 
an average of a trifie over 11 cents per 
meal. 

The Supervisors—or at least some of 
them—want to have the above data 
seaggregated, for they think it can be 
shown that the patients are being well 
fed at the County Farm at a much lers 
Sait than that incurred at the County 
Taking all things into consideration. 
though, the last year was not a good 
one for the County Fanmm—as differen- 
tiated from the home. Exclusive of the 
working expenses the income from the 
different départments was as follows:

MONEY LENDER’S PROFIT. 
ROWLAND, MAKES COMPLAINT. 


8. P. Rowland of Puente has begun a 
sult against John W. Watson to get 
back $604.25 which he claim was er- 
torted from him by tactics known to 
money lenders of whom the defendant 
is one. 

On April 1, 1903, Rowland says that 
he gave his note for $700 to Watson this 
note bearing 7 per cent. interest. In the 
beady of the document occurred these 
words: “I authorize any attorney of 
a court of record, to appear for me 
in such court, ar before a Justice of 
the Peace, and confess a judgment 
without process in favor of the holder 
of this note, with costs.” This clause 
was to be invoked in the event of Row- 
land defaulting in payment. 

When that precious bit of paper was 
made Rowland says he receied — the 
remaining $200 being deducted for the 
first four months interest, or at the 
rate of 50 a month. This was at the 
rate of 67 per cent. a year. Later 
on an extension of time was required 
and the plaintiff had then to pay a 
bonus of $99 a month additional for the 
accosn ton, this $50 also to bear 
interest of 7 per cent. 

As security for these moneys Row- 
land assigned all his right. title. and 
interest in the estate’ of his deceasea 
father, Thomas Rowland, which was 
then being administered. But against 
this claim J. L. Howland held a Hen for 
$2712.87, and other debts aggregated 
$4258. All his creditors were pressing 
him for payment and Howland was 
threatening to foreclose his lien and 
put him into bankruptcy. If He ceuld 
only-release the Watson lien there was 
a way out of the difficulty and Row- 
land went to see what could be done. 
On January 1, 1905, he was owing Wat- 
son, so he avers, $895.75, but the money- 
lender “taking advantage of his neces- 
sities,” as the plaintiff’ words it. de- 
manded $1500 before he would release 
his len. Rowland had no Alternative. 
so he paid the amount under protest, 
in order that he might arrive at a 
settiement with his creditors. 

Now with his difficulties out of the 
way he has begun suit against Watson 
to recover the difference between the 
amount he claims he owed Watson and 
the amount that the money lender 
actually made him pay.

As they waited stolidly their turn in 
line, the Indians said bat little even 
to one another. If apparently was a 
solemn occasion with them. Some em- 
braced the opportunity to make a few 
purchases at the town stores, but it 
was a pathetic pittance that they ex- 
pended: The merchants reaped no har- 
vest and the lone saloon did not have 
one rei-gskinned patron. 

The gr st disappointment to the 
Cahuillas w the failure of the Ban- 
nings to appéar. Usually the members 
of both ee Brey e their supplies on 
the same day re Mission Indians 
and they have many interests in com- 
mon. The annual meeting at the agency 
is a happy occasion for them all. A 
sight of one of their kind from another 
reservation is a rare treat, and there 
are many messages to be exchanged in 
their common tongue. 

This is but the start of the annual 
distribution. The Bannings yet are to 
receive their allotment: some tools are 
to be passed out to the Babobas, whose 
village is but a short distance from San 
Jacinto, and a carload of implements 
has been shipped to Indio tor the Desert 
Indians. 

Of the 1500 Indians in the Mission Tule 
Agency under the jurisdiction of Dr. 
Wright, the largest single group in- 
cludes those who live on the desert, in 
the vicinity of Torres, Agua Dulce, 
Palm Springs, Martinez and Indio. 
There are about four hundred in this

MODEL INSTITUTION OF ITS KIND 


AT SATICOY. 

—— — 
What a Few Good Women and a 
Broad-minded — Have 
Done to Make Life Pleasant for the 
Toilers in the Fieide—Even the Sa- 
leon Men are interested. 


The Working Men's Club at the Iit- 
tle village of Saticoy, Ventura county. 
Cal, is a model of its kind, and shows 
what the well-directed energy of a few 
good women can do for the betterment 
of the sterner sex and for making 
rural life not only tolerable but enter- 
taining and attractive. 

Man is « sociable creature, and for 
that reason men and boys are lured 
from the farms and villages to the cit- 
les, often to the detriment of their 
moral and physical welfare. To fur- 
nish wholesome, uplifting amusement 
to the workers jn the fields and shops 
is a question that have 
been trying to solve. Its solution has 
at Sat- 
coy. 

It came about through the desire of a 
good church woman to have erected in 


churches of other denominations, and 
the broad-mindedness of a parish 
priest who considered the welfare of 
an entire community of more conse- 
quence than the housing of one par- 
ticular sect. 

The Episcopal denomination was the 
owner of two lots in Saticoy, designed 
as a site for a church at some future 
date. Meanwhile services were regu- 
larly held in a borrowed ‘hall at West 
Saticoy, by the rector of the neighbor- 
Ing parish, the Rev. Mr. McDuff of 
Santa Paula. It was this reverend gen- 
tleman whom one of the good women 
of Saticoy sounded on the feasibility of 
erecting a modest chapel on the lots 
it Saticoy owned by the church. In 
reply, the clergyman inquired whether 
she had at heart the Welfare of the 
whole community, or merely that of 
her co-religionists. She replied that 
she wished to benefit as many people 
as poasibie. 

“Then,” said he, “I can tell you of a 
better way to increase the happiness 
of those about you. Instead of adding 
ot the churches already existing in your 
hamlet, build a clubhouse wh®re the 
farmers of the district can enjoy them- 


selves in a social way without repair- |- 


ing to the saloons for the purpose. 
Take my advice, build an attractive so- 
cial hall and you will see how soon tne 
farmers will fill it, and make it self 
supporting, too, after a while.” 

he suggestion’ was acted upon. The 
good woman enlisted the sympathy of 
her neighbors and a thorough canvass 
of the community was made for sup- 
port for the project, which was enthu- 
siastically given * all classes, as the 
plans outlined by the promoters seemed 
to be practical, and exactly suited to 
fill the chief want of the community. 
Appeals for help were not confined t 
the immediate neighborhood: letters 
sent to friends brought money to help 
the good cause from places as far dis- 
tant as Mexico, New York and Europe. 

After collecting sufficient. funds, 
building operations were hegun under 
the supervision of a board of five lady 
directors appointed to déversee the 
work. These were Mra. John White, 
Mrs. Fitz Patrick, Mrs. Butcher, Mes. 
Harry.Mirtin and Miss May Walters, 
who mothered the institution and “per- 
sonally conducted” it to success, 

Th h the advice and counsel of 
Judge H. T. Williams of Ventura, the 
enterprise was incorporated as a guild 
under the name of the Working Men's 
Club.” Five men of good reputation 
were appointed by the lady managers 
to assist them in the business affairs of 
the guild, these were Mesers. Clark, 
Hawley, Huntley and Hud- 

r. Lathrope was made man- 
ger of the clubhouse. 

Owing to the energy of its promo- 
ters, the building was soon completed 
at a cost of $3000. e clubhouse was 
opened May 1, 1903. t is a two-story 
building, 90x25 feet. On the ground 
floor is the reading-room, which is well 
furnished with comfortable chairs end 
broad tables, and provided with the 
best newspapers and magazines of the 
day. There also is the traveling free 
library contributed by the Epsicopalian 
Guild of Los Angeles. the same 
floor is a Dilliard-room and bowling 
alley; also a department where tobacco 
is sold, together with cigars, chewing 
gum and soda water. 

On the second story is the dancing 
hall, where a dancing school is eld 
weekly, and balls are held monthly. 
Refreshments are served at these en- 
tertainments. The proceeds of both 
balls and school toward lessening

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RANCH LIFE IN THE WEST. 

ITH the rapid extension of irrigation in the Far 

West, the old conditions of life on the farm have 

been completely changed. In Southern Califor- 
nia, for example, the day of wide horizons is past and 
gone. It was said of the South African Boer that he 
was never happy if he could see the smoke from a 
neighbor's chimney: he liked the boundaries of his farm 
to be the limits of bis vision. Only in a non- progressive 
community or on comparatively poor land ff for noth- 
ing better than roaming herds of cattle, could such 
wastefulness of territory be possible. In Southern Cali- 
fornia we see the very antithesis of these conditions 
The farming community draws near together, both by 
inclimation and for the bes: financial results. Along 
the foothills of the Sierra Madre we can drive for miles 
through close agricultural settlement that makes, virtu- 
ally, the whole countryside one continuous town. The 
isolation of farm life on the prairies bas been Hm

appeared. In the result not only is an entirely new 
class being @ttracted to agricultural pursuits, but the 
old farming stock is being educated up to a new stand- 
ard of living.

That 
much abused term of contempt, “the hayseed,” formerly 
applied to the whole agricultural community, is the very 
last that can be appropriately used in their case. Es- 
sentially are they men of affairs, men of the active busi- 
ness world, men of the swifly moving today. 


These reflections show the sociological change that 
is being wrought among the farming class in the Far 
West. But we have further to remember that we are 
only at ibe very beginning of a vast movement. 
gation is going to throw open to cultivation new millions 
of acres, to settle tens of thousands of new families upon 
the soil. Riches will be taken from the earth, but at the 
cost of far fewer hardships than heretofore. Our chil- 
dren will no longer be driven off the farm and into the 
cities by what to them has seemed the dismal unattract- 
iveness of rural life. There will be full opportunities 
on the lend for youthful energy and ability, satisfaction 
for cultured and refined taste, scope for every reason- 
able ambition. The line of demarcation between coun- 
try and town will be less sharply drawn, and the United 
S‘ates will continue to be a true republic of farmers. 
And this is the eure and enduring basis of national pros- 
perity, for all wealth ultimately depends upon the 
bounty of Mother Forth, poured forth in ber never- 
ceasing annual harvests. 


THE BEAUTY OF THE HEAVENS. 
T 18 really a thing to wonder at that so few people 
1. the world are informed upon the beautiful sei- 
ence of astronomy. We do not mean, of course, 
that it could be expected that all the world should be 
scientifically. learned on the subject. Astronomy is 4 
far-reaching study and a science which requires years 


of training and education on the part of whoever would 
become thoroughly informed upon it. But what we 
do mean is that a lack of even an elementary knowledge 
of the heavenly bodies and the constellations is painfully 
parent among the bulk of the people. We look at the 
stars gleaming above us in the enchanting glory of the 
night, we wonder at it all in a never-ceasing admiration. 
the picture holds us with am endless fascination and 
rap ure, but that’s the end of it. So few of us know 
the stars by name; so many of us do not know any 
star by name. We can point out “the dipper,” “the 
bear” and “the milky way,” but that's as far as our 
knowledge goes. It is not to our credit that such is the 
case, and, moreover, we have great cause to be ashamed 
of our ignorance. 

In order that the planets may be discerned and recog- 
nized, and in order that we may all learn to fix them by 
name upon our memory, it might be well to outline their 
movements during the coming months of March and 
April. During the greater part of March, Mercury will 
be en evening s ar. From about the 20th of the month 
until the middle of April it will remain above the hor- 
izon an hour or more aft®r sunset. For a few days in 
the early part of April the best opportunity of the year 
will be afforded for seeing Mercury, as it will not set 
then until considerably more than an hour end a half 

>. 

Aer the tetting of the sun. Veaus will remain an even- 
ing star until April 27, whe: it becomes a morning star. 
Therefore we may feast our eycs upon the great and 
brilliant beauty of this great star for many weeks to 
come as it gleams upon us in its large and exceeding 
beauty Wom the evening skies, where it outshines all 
its rivals. After March 21, Venus becomes liant 
that it may even be seen in the daylight. During the 
spring and summer months tae most conspicuous object 
in the southeastern sky will be Mars, rivaling in its 
beauty and brilliance the splendors of Venus Jupi- 
ter In the western skies. Beginning March 1, Saturn 
will not appear unill about a half hour before sunrise, 
but will increase that interval to about three hours be- 
fore the end of April is reached. Uranus rises at about 
3 am. on March 1. and about 11 em. on April 30. Nep- 
tune is nearly opposite Uranus, rising when, the latter is 
setting. and vice versa. 

From the general panorema of the hearens these 


“pright, particular stars,” above mentioned, may be 
singled out by the eye of whoever may lovk to the 
beauteous scroll of night. In between and all around 


them are those other myriad stars, wondering worlds, 
the gypeies of infinite space that twinkle and glow in 
that wondrous dome of the incomprehensible vastness. 
There will be crescent moons and moons in the full 
flood of giory, and the white dust of stars flung like a 
trembling mist upon the overhanging blue. Let us, 
then, learn to know the heavens in their beauty. Let 
us go out into the quiet nights away from the dazzlv 
and false glitter of the city’s lamps and drink into our 
hearts and semis the loveliness of nature and the gran- 
deur and the magnificence of God's eternal miracies.

The Indiena man was raising white corn and had been 
breeding up that variety. The Hundis man had been 
doimg the same thing with yellow. and bis seed was 
such that it produced about seventy-six bushels per acre. 

“This led us to believe that corn could be greatly Im- 
proved by the selection of seed, and by using the best 
specimens of the best varieties to breed from. We be- 
an to do that at the Agricultural College in 1899. and 
from that time on the movement has spread until there 
Gre <orn-Lreeding associations in all the great corn-rais- 
ing centers.“ 

Boy Corn Raisers. — 

“Do you have trouble in getting the farmers to im- 
prove their seed?” 

“No.” replied Mr. Shamel. “When one farmer of 4 
community has the right seed his big crop is an object 
lesson to all his neighbors, and they are ready to follow 
his example next year and do likewise. The matter bax 
become so important in the West that the State fairs 
ofier premiums for the best corn. The States have spe-

Big Corn-breeding Farms. 


Mr. Shamel, but we have farms where corn is as care- 
fully bred in respect to seed as horses and caitle are 
bred on any stock farm in the country. The heads of 


| these farms know the pedigree of the ears of corn they 
plant and they take the best of the corn produced from 
these pedigreed corn ears to use for the next year's 
planting. One eer of corn ie used for the next year's 
crop, so that there is a continual breeding upward. A 
good grain of corn being planted may have a thousand 
or more children. I have often counted more than & 
thousand grains of corn on one ear, and some of these 


corn than the little ones at the butts and tips, and the 
very best producers are used for seed growing.” 


“Are these corn farms large?” 


“There is one near Bicomington, III., which has 27,900 
acres, and there are others almost as large. I know of 
one of 23.000 acres, and many of a hundred acres and 
upward. All of these seed corn breeding farms are doing 
well. They sell their seed corn at from $2 to §5 per 
bushel, and as yet have not been able to raise enough 


to supply the demand. It requires no special capital 
to breed seed corn above that needed for ordinary farm- 
ing: the only increase is in the original cost of the seed. 
When you remember that there are 300,000 corn growers

“Tell me something about the corn-breeding aasocia- 
tions, Mr. Shame!l.” |

ganized in June, 1900, and it has been so successful that 
the Legislature of that State has appropriated $10,000 
per annum to experiment with corn along the lines laid 
down by it.

height of the stalk almost three feet. By selecting ears 


from plants with wide leaves we have increased the 
average width of the leaf, and by the product of stalks 
with narrow leaves we have decreased the width of 
leaves. By selecting ears high on the stalk we have 
been able to raise the average height of all the ears in 
a field, and by selecting low ears we have been able to 
lower all the ears. By taking ears high in feeding value 
‘we have increased the value of the crop as a feed, and 
by taking ears from healthy. vigorous stalks, planting 
them separately and preserving the seed borne by the 
most productive types, we have enormously increased 
the yield per acre. In ordinary corn growing there is a 
large percentage of barren stalks and also a large per- 


ceptage of stalks which produce nubbins and 
dwarf ears. These barren Stalks produce  pol- 
Jen, as well as thestalks bearing ears, and 


the product of the union of the Hollen from 
the barren stalks with the protiuctive stalk is likely to 
produce a grain which. when planted, will yield a large 
percentage of barren stalks. Ip this way the barren 
stalks reprodace themselves. What the corn breeder 
wants is s few barren stalks as possible. He wants 
every sialk to produce its ear of corn. and the corn 
breeder gets rid of the danger of fertilization through 
@ barren sialk by cutting off the tagsels of such stalks 
before the pollen falls in the breeding fields. 


If the hills of an ordinary cornfield have one stalk 
with a well-developed ear they will yield fifty-five bush- 
els of corn to the acre. If each hill hae two stalks, bear- 
ing such ears, the yield would be more than 100 bushels 
per acre, while with three corn-bearing stalks the yield 
would te 150 bushels. The average yield in Illinois is 
a little more than thirty-two bushels per acre, and the 
average there two stalks to the hill. In other words, 
twé-thirds of all the stalks are weak or unproductive. 
What we want is to eliminate the barren stalks and to 
make every stalk mroduce a ear of corn.

Sometimes 
he picked up a copy of a newspaper published at Mos- 
cow or Kieff or Odessa, and in {ts columns he found in- 
formation which suggested entirely new lines of 
thought to him. He found that it was possible to rise 
in life only by adopting the clerical profession, and ac- 
cordingly he turned his energies in the direction of be- 
coming a priest. This is no very dim ut matter in 
Russia, and with the heln of the parish priest ai his 
own home, whose confidence he contrived to secure, 
young Gapon was able to enter a the logical college at 
Kieff at the age of 21. 


His Priesthood. 


A fellow student of his gives an interesting descrip- 
tion of Gapon's first appearance in the theological co!l- 
lege. He was clad in the roughest peasant garb, and 
resembied a Caucasian brigand more than a novice 
about to enter the priesthood. The majority of the stu- 
denis were strongiy in sympathy with the Nihilist 
movement. and Gapon probably sympathized with them 
somewhat a: the time, although his preaching—unti! 
Bloody Sunday at least—has always been in favor of 
consti(utional reforms rather than violence. 


The five years he spent at the theological college were 


from an ignorant country bumpkin into a man of some 
education end culture, and cufficient knowledge of the 
outside world to make him the intellectual superior of 
most of his fellows. When he left the college it was his 
secret determination to devote the greater part of his 
energy to obtaiming liberties for Russian workmen. 
The priestheod was merely a means to an end, and he 
entered it simply because it gave him the best oppor- 
tunities of earning his living without using all his 
strength and at the same time of occupying a position 
which of itself gave bim extensive influence. He mar- 
ried a young school teacher who had been outspoken 
in the cause of liberal ideas, and led Jown to parish 
work in bis native district of Poltava. 

Five years later, however, his wife died, and he moved 
to Kieff. and subsequently secured an arnointment as 
the chaplain of the central state prison there and in 
this position he came into close contact with all the per- 
sous who were arrested for political offenses. The suf- 
ferings he witnessed and the intercourse he held with 
the politica! prisoners strengthened his own revolution- 
ery opinions. After a year at Kieff. Gapon procured an 
appointment as chaplain in the state prison at Odessa 
and moved to the capital of Southern Russia in order 
that he might broaden his knowledge of social condi- 
tions. After a short period of residence st Odessa he 
was traneferred to St. Petersburg, where again he held 
the position of chaplain at one of the principal prigons. 


During these years of priestly activity Father Gapon 
seems to have elaborated in his own mind those plans 
for revolutionary leadership which he has now carried 
into effect. He succeeded, however, in keeping his rev- 
olutionary sympathies absolutely secret, and no one who 
came into contact with him had the least suspicion that 
he was not as other orthodox Greek priesta. He ap- 
proached the authorities and suggested to them various 
schemes for combeting-—-so be said—the revolutionary 
agitation among the workmen of the Russian capital. 
At first bis proposals received scant attention, but the 
priest gradually gained for himself the approval and 
confidence of the administrative authorities and of the 
police. 

It is not much more than a year since Father Gon 


of the Interior, and submitted to him a detailed echeme 
for organizing en anti-Socialist league among the St. 
Petersburg workmen. M. Plehve considered the idea 
excellent, and gave instructions to the authorities to 
lend Father Gapon all the assistance which he needed to 
carry out his project. In this way, with the approval 
and support of an intensely reactionary Minister of the 
Interior and active céoperation of the administrative 
authorities, Father Gapon founded an organization 
which is destined to play an important part in the polit- 
ical history of the Russian empire. Little did M. Plehve 
imagine that the insignificant priest to whom he leut 
his powerful aid was using him as an instrument to 
promote the cause of revolution. 

During the first months of its existence, Father Ga- 
pon’s organization of workmen enjoyed the active co- 
operation of the police to such an extent that Gapon 
himself was regarded by the revolutionists and Socialists 
as a dangerous enemy to their cause. There is an inter- 
esting photograph in existence which shows Father Ga- 
pon at one of the meetings of his workmen's league in 
company with a tall, powerfully-built man wearing the 
uniform of the Czar, with epaulettes, stripes, and deco- 
rations which show him to be a high officer. This uni- 
formed ally of the revolutionary leader was none other 
than Gen. Foullon, the Chief of the Police in St. Peters- 
burg, who, acting on M. Plehve's orders, did all he could 
to promote the success of the workmen's league founded 
by the Poltavan priest. The complete suceess with 
which the unknown priest, born in a peasant’s hove! in 
remote Poltava, befooled the leading statesman and 
some of the highest administrative officials in Russia 
has been astonishing. 

Suddenly, after the government had refused his plea 
for reforms, Father Gapon proclaimed a general strike 
in St. Petersburg. His organization numbered 6000 
workmen, but these were all such enthusiastic adherents 
to their leader and all imbued with such enthusiasm 
for the cause that they infected the entire proletartan 


population of the Russian capital and brought about a

SAVE THE OLD NAMES. 


A Piri ror THE PRESERVATION OF LARLY 
CALIFORNIA NOMENCLATUBE. 


[Zoeth 8. Eldredge, in Sunset:] An effort is being 
made to reéstablish bistorical names of California that 
have been abaudoned, or mutilated, or otherwise mis- 
| treated. The Federal government is the offender in 
some instances and the Posioffice Department is being 

asked to redress the wrong done the State and restore 

the original names. It is a movement in which all 
- Californians sympathize and in which all can take part. 

The people are awakening to the necessity of checking 

the evil, befere the names, dciightful to the ear and hal- 
| lowed by religious and historical association, have quite 
disapepared. The work of destruction has been iu 

progress a long time and is widespread, but its extent 
bas not been realized. The historical student, for in- 
etance, might search the maps of the geological survey 
in vain for the Arroyo de San José Cupertino. It is 
_bidden under the name of Stevens Creek. The Arroyo 
de Buenos Aires masquerades under the name of Corral 

Hollow. The Arroyo de San Francisco, named by 

Portala, on whose banks he camped from November 

6 to 11, 176%, has become the San Francisquito Creek. 

The list of geographical features whose names have 
been changed from the beautiful to the commonplace 
is a long one, but the names of towns have suffered the 

most. The exigency of the Postoffice Department has 

deprived many a town of the musical quality of its name 
and in some cases inflicted a still greater injury. At 
times this takes the form of removing from a name 
its qualifying prefix—decapitating to speak. 

Thus San Fernando (Rey de Espafia) named for St. 
| Ferdinand, King of Castile and Leon, becomes Fernando; 

Las Liages, named by Capt. Rivera y Moficada, in 1772, 

to commemorate the wounds (stigmata) of St. Francis, 

has been rechristened Liagas. At other times the name 
is cut asunder; San Juan Bautista has become San Juan, 
while San Juan Capistrano appears as Capistrano. 

Again, and this is the most common offense, names 
of two words are written as one, as per cxample, Palo- 
| alto, Elrio, for Palo Alta, El Rio. This mode of writ- 
ing a name Causes the accent to be misplaced, the name 
mispronounced, and, in time, entire loss of significance. 
Of this there are many instances. 


But the greatest injury of all has been inflicted upon 
the town of San Buenaventura which has had its name 
changed to Ventura. To be sure, San Buenaventura 

‘is a long name and has the same capital letters as 
San Bernardino, also in the southern part of California, 

‘and a careless mailing clerk might throw a letter into 
the wrong pouch. But what of that? The people of 
the town love their name and reverence its associations, 
It bore the name for more than one hundred years, and 
before the mission was established, even before the first 

| expedition was organized, this name, which had been 
given by St. Francis bimself to his able and successful 
coadjator, Giovanni di Fidenza, was selected for honor. 
When the expedition, ordered by the King for the pur- 
pose of occupying and fortifying the ports of San Diego 
and Monterey, was being organized in Lower California 
by Don Joaé de Galvez, Visitador General of Spain, he 
sent for Junipero Serra. They decided to found a mis- 
sion on the bay of San Diego, one on the bay of Mon- 
terey, and a third at some point to be selected between 
the two, to be named in honor of the “Doctor Serafico,” 
San Buenaventura. The site was selected by Pontala. 
On August 13, 1769, the expedition marched down the 
Santa Clara River to the sea; then proceeding up the 
coast they came, on the next day, to the frst rancheria 
of the Santa Barbara channel, the largest Indian vil 

| lage yet seen in California, composed of well-built huts 
holding several families each, and situated on the banks 
of a beautiful stream which here flowed into the sea. 
The commander called the stream Rio de la Asuncion 
and the pueblo, La Asuncion de Nuestra Sefiora. It 
seemed to him an ideal place for a mission, with its 
unfailing sujoly of good water, its fertile lands, and 
above all its large, gentle population, with its promise 
of abundant exercise for the zeal of the padres. Here 
then should the companion of their father, St. Francis, 
be honored. It was not, however, until March 31, 1782, 
that Gov. Neve, in the presence of a large force of sol- 
diers under command of José Francisco de Ortega, 
founded the mission of San Buenaventura. The cere- 
monies were conducted by the venerable Padre Junipero 
Serra.

| long will that of San Francisco be safe? The name is 
long and troublesome to eastern officials. They do not 
use it; and when the order is made, happy will the 
8 city be if its name merely suffers decapitation.

Grant · Johnson Incident. 

Grant's first inauguration eclipsed all previous cere- 
monies. The procession moved in eight divisions. The 
President-elect rode to the Capitol in an open carriage, 
accompanied by Gen. Rawlins, the members of his late 
staff following. His relations with Johnson were known 
to be strained, and it was thought improper to drive them 
to the Capitol in the same vehicle. It was proposed to 
escort them in separate carriages, abreast of each other, 
but the suggestion naturally angered Johnson, who ab- 
sented himself from the entire ceremony. The oath 
was administered by Chief Justice Chase, and the ball 
was held in the north wing of the treasury. The second 
Grant ball was given in Judiciary Square. in a tempo- 
rary structure costing $40,000. The day was the cold- 
est inauguration on record. 


Hayes was inaugurated twice, although he served but 
one term. March 4 fell on Sunday. and “as a matter of 
precaution” he took the oath privately in the red parior 
of the White House Saturday night in the presence of 
President Grant and several others. Again on Monday 
he took the oath publicly. Because the uncertainty of 
the preceding campaign remained almost up to the very 
day of his oathtaking there was no elaborate prepara- 
tion for his induction into office. At 2:20 in the after- 
noon he served a sumptuous lunch in the family dining- 
room of the White House. In the evening there was a 
torchlight procession and a reception to the new Pres- 
dent in the Willard Hotel. The Garfield inaugural ball 
was held in the unfinished National Museum Building.

Cleveland in Four Parades. 


Cleveland's first inaugural holds the record for at- 
tendance—175,000. On that occasion the precedent of 
holding the inaugural ball in the court of the pension 
Office was set. All inaugural balls since that time have 
been held there, although Congress has agreed 
Roosevelt's will be the last. 

The wettest inauguration was that of Harrison the 
younger. Nevertheless 30,000 men braved the elements 
and Pennsylvania avenue was a “heaving sea of shining 
umbrellas.” The venerable ex-Vice President Hanni- 
bal Hamlin, in his ninetieth year, was present at the 
ceremonies. Mr. Cleveland was a conspicuous figure in 
four successive inaugural parades, the two which es- 
corted him to his own induction into office, that of his 
rival, Harrison, and that of his successor, McKinley. A 
unique feature of the first McKinley parade was a 
mounted detachment of special aids composed of the 
sons of five ex-Presidents. At the second McKinley in- 
augural a glass case was placed about the President in 
his reviewing stand in front of the White House. In 
spite of assurances from the weather bureau that the 
day would be clear, Old Boreas proceeded to do his 
worst before the parade was fairly begun.

Roosevelt made his way to the front, and asked the offi- 
cer who was in charge of the regulars to join him in an 
advance. The officer hesitated. 

“Then let my men through,” thundered Roosevelt, and 
the Rough Riders, delighted at the prospect of a charge, 
Swung past the regular troops. Men from the regulars 
jumped up and joined the Rough Riders. Roosevelt, rid- 
ing on Little Texas, came to a barbed wire fence and 
jumped off. Calling on his men to follow, he ran on foot 
toward the slope of Kettle Hill, on San Juan Ridge. At 
first the men did not understand that the order to charge 
had been given, and Roosevelt found himself charging 
alone across the field. As soon as the men realized what 
their leader was doing, however, there was a wild yell 
and a scramble Long lines of Rough Riders and regu- 
lars began to surge up the slope. The Spaniards in the 
trenches fired a last volley and then fell back in a panic. 
Roosevelt, who was one of the first over the trenches, 
killed a Spaniard with his pistol. Hawkins and his gal- 
lant regulars hed carried another slope of San Juan, and 
the army was now in ‘the trenches overlooking Santiago. 

In this fight the Rough Riders lost eighty-nine killed 
and wounded, the heaviest loss suffered by any regiment 
in the cavalry division. The total loss to the American 
army was 1071. Some Spanish prisoners were captured. 
Roosevelt and all other writers who have told of this 
battle, pay high tribute to the courageous manner in 
which the Spaniards defended their trenches. 

Now came the worst part of the Cuban campaign. 
There were days and days of waiting, and the fever 
came on. .Men who had stood all kinds of hardships in 
the north weré unable to bear up against the disorders 
resulting from the tropical climate and the bad food. 
Among the seriously sick was gallant Capt. Liewellen. 
Finally after a council of generals, Roosevelt wrote a 
letter to Gen. Shafter setting forth the serious straits of 
the army. The result was immediate. Within three 
days the army was ordered home, Santiago having for- 
mally surrendered. ~ 

The regiment was landed at Montahk Point, whére the 
sick at first suffered for lack of almost eyerything. Some 
of the sick men died, the malarial fever clinging to them 
even after they had reached this country. But for the 
kindness of New York hospitals and societies, the sol- 
diers would have suffered severely at Montauk. As it 
was, there was much complaint, but finally the meh 
were given everything needful. 

After a month at Montauk, during which McGinty, Dar- 
nell and other bronco busters gave daily exhibitions of 
their skill in the saddle, the Rough Riders disbanded on 
September 15, after four months of service, in which time 
they had made as brilliant a record as t made by any 
regiment during the first four months of the Civil War. 
Col. Roosevelt was presented with a bronze statuette of 
Frederic Remington's “The Bronco Buster,“ and the 
leader and his men had hard work to conceal their emo- 
tion at the hour of parting. 

Since the disbanding at Montauk annua! reunions of 
the Rough Riders have been held, and the fraternal spirit 
of the remarkable command is. still in active existence. 
Many of the men have risen to prominence since those 
eventful days in Cuba. Roosevelt became Governor of 
the Empire State, and then Vice-President of the United 
States, and finally filled the highest office in the land. 
Wood's phenomenal] rise in army circies is too well 
known to need description or comment. Rooseveli's 
judgment of Wood has been proved right at every turn. 
Brodie has been chosen Governor of Arizona two terms, 
and has just received an important governmental! ap- 
pointment. Liewellen has been appointed United States

“W few weeks ago, “you English People say and 
write real horrid things about the ‘objection- 
able’ manners of American children—and I admit that 
they' are allowed too much freedom of speech in the 
hearing of their elders—but, goodness me, the French 
child! Why, it is a mUnstrosity!” 

“Ab, I thought you said a few days ago that the aver- 
age French child had a lot of brains, and that the Eng- 
lish boy or girl suffered in comparison.” 

“I did, and I think I am just right to a certain extent. 
You don't let your children, well—expand their intellects 
as we Americans do. We believe in encouraging, not 
suppressing, cleverness.” 

“Most English parents—except those who are fvools— 
dislike precocity and curb it. But tell me what is wrong 
with the brilliant, vivacious French child?“ 

I have just been over the farm with Felice, who has 
been ‘explaining’ things to me. My! That child is only 
II. and—well, she is quite competent to set up in busi- 
ness as a sage-femme. I bad to tell her to stop. She 
made me feel sick.”

Let me take Félice Boulanger (which lan't her name, 
as a typical French child af my experience, gained after 
nearly three years’ residence in France. 

She is one of five children ranging in age from her 
brother of 16 to the youngest girl of 6. Félice bas a skin 
like the sheen of a pearl (which is marvelous consider- 
ing the amount of indigestible food she bolts five times 
a day.) big, deer-like eyes, long-lashed; daintily-shaped 
but seldom clean hands; a thin, rasping, and petulant 
voice even in her merriest mood; and a physique like 
that of a starved and homeless cat—narrow-chested, spi- 
der-legged, and staminaless generally. Yet she seems 
full of vitality—nervous, irritable vitality—eats as much 
food as an English navvy, and certainly has, as my 
American lady friend says, “heaps of sense.” But to see 
the child eating is painful, though Interesting in a way. 

An English mother observing her would say that san- 
tonine powders were what she wanted. Mind, Felice is 
one of a very common type of French girl children. 
Her parents are well-to-do farmers, and she and her 
brothers and sisters receive a good education (education 
only, nothing else)—the boys at the Qublic lycée, the 
girls at a school conducted by some religious sister- 
hood. 

An English girl of 11 years of age, like Felice, would 
be sent to bed at, say, 9 o'clock. Félice and her type, 
and ber young sisters, sit down to dinner at 6:30 p.m., 
and stay up until 11, or later, listening to the conversa 
tion of their elders.

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EDUCATION IN BELGIUM. 


THE SYSTEM A VERY COMPLETE AND 
PRACTICAL 


By a Special Contributor. 


OUBTLESS most Americans who read this letter 
will be as much astonished as I was to learn how 
general, how complete and how practical is the 
system of public instruction in Belgium. The first fact 
in this connection which thoroughly arrested my at- 
tention was that 80 per cent. of the oopulation aged 
above 8 years can read aud write. My mind thus 
aroused, I proceeded to study the details of the school 
system. As I proceeded I found other facts which most 
deeply impressed me. 

There are in the kingdom fifty-four normal schools 
for the preparation of teachers, and in these last year 
were 4713 pupils. The graduates are about 950 @ year. 

The cost of the primary schools is over $800,000 a year. 
The teachers number 17,500. In the common schools, 
properly so-called, there are few teachers who belong to 
the religious orders. In the “allied” public schools the 
members of the religious orders exceed the other teach- 
ers more than two to one. The number of pupils in 1902 
in the common schools, properly so-called, was 306,174 
boys, 183,590 girls. In the “allied” schools, religious 
institutions under the supervision of the state were 62,- 
871 boys and 127,060 gisis. Private schools under state 
supervision had 53,788 boys and 94,116 girls. 

Nowhere is the segregation of the “classes” from the 
“masses” more distinct than In the schools. Only the 
Door, as a rule, attend the common schools. It is con- 
sidered utterly beneath the dignity of the bourgeois gen- 
erally, even in the most straitened circumstances, to 
send their children to the public schools. There is be- 
ginning to be considerable change in this respect. 

Some of the pupils in the private schools and nearly 
all in the religious schools are instructed more or less 
free of expense. Of the total attendance in the pri- 
mary schools of all kinds, $27,165, only 52,787 pay any- 
thing for their schooling. It appears that the numder 
of pupils to a teacher is about 70—surely enough. The 
total number of orimary schools in the kingdom is close 
to 7000, and a great increase is noted year by year. The 
eexes are pretty generally separated in all the public 
schools after they reach the age of about 8 years. 

There are in the kingdom about 159 schools of medium 
grade, where about 7000 pupils attend. These are of the 
grade of high schoots, academies and colleges Rh as. 
The state pays about $120,000 toward the support of 
these higher schools. 

Higher Education. 

There ae four universities in Belgium, one 
one at Liége, one at Brussels, and one at 
total number of pupils in these is 5685.

For the instruction of the adults whose education 
deficient, in earlier years, Belgium maintains 
Schools, and 162,261 pupils attend these. : 


The instrvetion given in all the schools thus far men- 
tioned is of a general nature. The age for primary 
school instruction is up to 14 years. The medium 
schools fit pupils for the universities. 

At 14 years of age, the course of instruction for the 
average boy or girl differentiates in a manner unknown 
to us in America. At that age the general education 
is supposed to cease for most pupils. and special courses 
begin. In the country schools for those above 14 the 
studies are agricultural or borticultural. There are ten 
such schools in the kingdom, of which one is a veteri- 
mary college. The pupils in the ten schools number 
about 500. The attendance at the veterinary college is 
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The horse is an important factor in Belgian indus- 
tries. The strain of general- utility horses is the finest 
Jever saw in any country. The foundation is the great 
Percheron. or Norman horse, and the general run of 
horses bred here is a fine, clean-limbed, stocky animal. 
He is weill cared for, always looks in fine condition, well 
groomed, slick and clean. A “serub” horse is seldom 
seen here.

Those who saw the Belgian horses at St. Louis will 
find no news in this. But those horses at the fair seem 
to have been news to some of our people.

The carriage 
horses seen on the streets of Brussels are inspiring to 
anyone who loves a fine horse. 

These graduates of the veterinary colleze find plenty 
to do in caring for the many very fine animals in Bel- 
gium. 

In the sericuitural and horticultural schools the effort 
is to raise the grade of farming. The best modes of 
tilth are set forth, the use of fertilizers, grafting, the 
growth of plants and flowers, and every subject calcu- 
lated to make the pupil better able to make his way in 
life on the farm. Girls are taught the.best methods of 
making butter and cheese. There is a proposition to 
come before the government to select the young women 
that show the greatest proficiency in these studies, and 
bay their expenses 40 foreign countries where cheese is | 


an important product in order that they may return 
home with greater expert knowledge in the business. 

Boys are taught to graft and to study plant life, with 
the object in view to produce better varieties of plants 
and of trees. Complaint is made of the attendance at 
these schools as not being as great as might be desired. 
The government experts say 14 years is too old to keep 
the boys at primary studies. By that age they have be- 
come tired of study and wish to go to work. or their ser- 
vices on the farm have become indispensable to their 
parents. It is urged that if the boys could go to the Pe- 
cial schools at 12, a larger number of them would be 
found there. 

These government inspectors urge that the laws con- 
cerning the exchange of parcels of land be made clear 
at these schools, and that the boys be taught to get at

Practical Education. 

In all these Beigian schools the practical nature of the 
instruction is very commendable. Object-lesson teach- 
ing is in common use. It is urged that the boys be 
taught in the sthoolrooms how to measure a piece of 
land of given size and shape. It is suggested to the 
teacher that she should select a piece of land near the 
school, for an example, and when the problem has been 
worked out in school, he is urged to take his classes 
out in the fields for oractical observation and study. 
Here they are to make actual measurements, go over 
the figuring again, and compare the results with those 
obtained in school. Who will bring forward a better 
suggestion than this in the line of practical education?

BUYING A WATCH. 

“Not many men know how to buy a watch,” sald 
Walter M. Jaccard, “and to a large extent they have 
to rely on the honesty of the dealer. So complicated 
is the business that even we go to the factories our- 
selves aud arrange for special work in order to get the 
proper article, for, of course, we could not assay every 
case we receive. 

“Now, how many people know the difference between 
a filled case and one that is plated? A filled case, 
you see, is a composition that resembles steel, with 
a plate of gold on each side, that on the outer being 
thicker than the inside. Such cases are guaranteed 
not to wear through within ‘five, ten, fifteen or up to 
twenty-five years—the limit of the guarantee made by 
the reputable houses. Ha man offers you a case war- 
ranted for thirty or forty years you are going to be 
‘punked’ if you buy it. When you see watches of- 
fered for sale as gold filled for $3 or $4, depend upon 
it they are plated, and mighty thinly, too. 

“In the matter of watch movements,” he continued, 
“the buyer is really at the mercy of the dealer. In one 
big Llimols factory about 3000 movements are made 
every day. There is certain to be haste in that sort of 
output, and the name on the dial does not make up 
for imperfections. To avoid these a first-class jeweler 
arranges for severa] hundred movements to be delivered 
a year hence. 

“A strictly first-class movement requires six months, 
exactly, in lis passage through the factory, from the 
beginning to the finished product, ready to offer for 
sale. Such goods are then stamped with the name of 
the firm for which they are made and that firm has to 
stand sponsor for them. The Swiss watch, in its higher 
class, is the best movement in the world today. Of 
course, there are cheap Swiss movements that you 
can buy for $3 or $4, but they keep good ume.

BUTTER FROM THE RIVER PLATE. 

A new trade is being developed between the Aregn- 
tine and Uruguayan republics and England in the way 
of butter brought from the fertile plains of the River 
Plate owing to an improved method of cool chamberr 
introduced on board the fast mail liners. The steamer 
Nile has just lahded at Southampton 7516 cases of fresh 
and salt butter, or 3758 hundredweight, which has been 
sampled and tested and found to be of excellent quality. 
The fresh butter on landing has a temperature of 2° 
deg. to 3° deg. Fahr. while salt butter, as salt attracts 
the cold, is cooler, and is generally at 92 deg. to 34 dec. 
In the meantime the graziers in the Plate are contin- 
ually improving their stock of cattle by obtaining sur 
plies from England of the best pedigree animals, and 
English dairy farmers must look forward to severe 
competition from these new dalry-producing countries,

N writing of the superstitions prevalent among

4 mancers, wizards and astrologers did a thriving busi- 
ness almost within the recollection of our great-grand- 
parents; and even today there dre people who will em- 
bark upon no important enterprise without consulting 
an astrologer or a fortune-teller. 

The most common refics of the mediaeval superstition 
which we observe around early in the twentieth cen- 
tury are those which assign bad luck to undertakings 
commenced on Friday, sure misfortune to persons 
passing under a ladder, fatal consequences to those 
who sit down thirteen to dinner, and among sailors 
the belief thai good fortune is sure to attend anyone 
born with a caul, and that storms will arise if the 
ship’s cat is lost overboard, or a pig killed out of 
sight of land. 

The superstitions of the Asiatic peoples are in no 
sense more Absurd than those which were universal 
000 years ego among Europeans; but they are different

HE burro, while genorally regarded by persons who 

have observed him but superficially as a stubborn,” 

balky, semi-idiotic and extremely homely creature 
—fit only for little children to tease, ride or make merry 
with—is in many respects one of the most reliable and 
intelligent of the quadrupeds. He is a good deal like 
the ordinary peon. and, either North or South, seems to 
be similarly affected; but, unlike the peon, his lethargy 
and lassitude art not the results of the soporific south- 
ern climate, to Which latter, in a feeling of charity, 
many people are inclined to attribute the peon’s lazi- 
ness.

He 
never knew what struck him, for when Henderson 
picked him up he was dead. 


A few months later. while In Northérn Mexico, Billy 
mysteriously disappeared. Investigation revealed that 
he had Leen stolen by a Mexican, who had taken him 
none knew where. Henderson felt much put out, and 
for several weeks occupied himself in a search for the 
thief and burro, but they were not to be found. This 
did not close the story, however. Nearly two years 
afterward, Henderson recovered bis animal. There are 
thoke who will say that in two years a burro will forget, 
but thie was not true of Billy.

I remember telling Byron one day that M. Dupressoir, 
who was just then shut out of the gambling tables at 
Baden-Baden, had an idea of starting a gambling steam 
yacht on a large scale and traversing the Mediterrg- 
nean, receiving passenger-players at various ports of 
France, Spain and Italy. Byron thought it was an ex- 
cellent idea, and I remarked that it was certainly ap- 
Oropriate, as no people more than gamesters experienced 
the “ups and downs” of life, and surely you have that 
in one sense on shipboard. 


“Quite so,” pursued Byron, “and if you know Dupres- 
soir, you might tell him it would be appropriate to name 
his craft ‘Pitch and Toss,’ as there is often stormy wea- 
ther in the Mediterranean.” 


One winter's night an Irish dramatist, who assumed 
the nom d’emprunt of Falconer, produced a long-winded 
Trish drama in seven acts and ten tableaux, entitled 
“Oona,” at Her Majesty's Theater after that establish- 
ment had been deserted by the operatic managers. By- 
ron and I occupied a private box near the stage. Eleven 
clock arrived, and there were still two more acts to get 
through. I suggested we should adjourn to a restau- 
rant near by and have supper, which we did, and got 
back before the act was over. 


The curtain descended, and there was considerable 
hissing. Something had gone wrong. evidently, in our 
absence. People looked at their watches, and many 
went out. The pit, in fact, was hall empty. As we re- 
sumed our seats, determined to see the play to the bit- 
ter end, we were startied by a loud noise coming from 
the stage, as of sawing or hacking, or both combined. 

I said, “What the deuce is that!“ and we listened. 

“Oh, I know,” said Byron. It's Falconer, finding the 
piece too long. is cutting out the last act. Come, mon 
ami, let's be off.” 


And we went. I heard the next day that it was nearly 
2 in the morning when the play concluded. 
Almost the last time I met Byron before his death, he 
had been to the sedding t a friend of his, a Mr. Day, 
who married a lady named Alice Week. We were din- 
ing at a restaurant, and he had just written a couplet to 
send to the happy pair, and knowing how much I ap- 
preciated his wit, he handed it to me to read. I copied 
it, and it struck me as being particularly happy. Is 
weal.

Byron, toward the end of his career, after be had writ- 
ten half-a-hundred plays, manifested a tendency to re- 
peat himself, and gave signs of exhaustion of the type 
of middie-ciaas life with which be was most familiar. 
One day in a conversation with him I ‘suggested that he 
should freshen up his mind by a visit to America, where 
he would find new matter and characters that he could 
turn to dramatic account. I wound up my suggestion 
by remarking that every dramatist should visit America. 
Byron listened, and, with a twinkle in his other eye, he 
replied: “My dear boy. you may be quite right, but 
bear in mind that neither Shakespeare nor Moliere’ 
ever went to America, and they knew pretty well what 
they were about, as far as the drama is concerned.” . 
With his rapid power of observation and quickness of 
assimilation, Byron would have written a clever comedy 
of American manners and idiosyncrasies. 


Byron was not a man of learning in the college sense, 
and he cared little for society. When I came to know 
him intimately | was surprised to find how limited his 
reading had been. His education was of the simplest. 
His life from early manhood was one of ceaseless activ- 
ity as far as play-writing was concerned. His usual 
plan was to work on three plays for which he bad com- 
missions simultaneously. That is to say, on Monday, 
for instance, he would have a turn at his comedy; on 
Tuesday a drama occupied his attention, and on Wednes- 
day he would attack a burlesque or extravaganza, so that 
the three pieces would be finished about the same date. 
The three plays would be ready for delivery in leas than 
three months. 


Most dramatic authors, like Pinero, Sydney Grundy, 
and Henry Arthur Jones, sketch the outlines of a play 
and work upon it until it is completed. Byron used to 
say that turning from one form of composition to an- 
other relieved the fatigue of writing. He usually 
worked during the day, from 10 till 4, and very rarely 
at night. On several occasions he played parts in his 
own pieces; but as an actor, he did not show to advan- 
tage. I once saw him play Charlies Surface at an ama- 
teur performance of “The School for Scandal,” and it 
was the tamest assumption I ever witnessed. There was 
not a particle of dash or spirit about it, and one could 
hardly rea ze that Byron on and off the stage could be

Little children find it difficult to realize that plants 


have life.

However, 
very small children can have this made clear by the 
pointing out to them and giving them the opportunity 
of noting the growth of the plant from the seed. Since 
the best known and most interesting plants spring from 
seed this is not a difficult undertaking, although care 
should be taken to make example of a seed large enough 


life. 


to be easily watched in all stages of growth. Prof. 
George I. Goodale has said that “botany is the science 
which endeavors to answer every reasonable question 
about plants, and so while it is something of an under- 
taking to study botany with children of such various 
ages as we have in the House Beautiful, yet in a simple 
way we are going to try and see for ourselvés that the 
plant is a living thing, with many parts that are called 
organs that are used for taking in nourishment, for 
breathing, for protection against enemies, and for the 
reproduction of its kind. 

The adult student can identify the plant in many 
ways since the leaf, the flower, the stem or trunk al! 
have likenesses, or unlikenesses, that appeal to the 


trained eye, but the foundation of botanical science is 
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based nowadays on the fact that, “By their fruits ye 
shall know them,” and since all seed are in the truest 
sense the fruit of the plant, then the first study of the 
child should be directed toward the seed. If you will 
go out om the hillside and take up a handful of soil 
these wet days, you will find it full of sprouting seed 
which you may etamine with profit, but since these are 
often minute, and hard to watch, you had better select 
a larger seed for your experimenting, so I will suggest 
that you get an assortment of peas, or beans, or corn, 
or squash, and possibly wheat. Take a glass of clear, 
fresh water, and over the top of this streich a piece of 
very fine sheer white cloth, or lace netting, allowing it 

(oO sag a very little, so that the water will just touch it. 
Place on this some bits of cotton batting, and then on 
these your seeds. 

You may like to have several such glasses, placing 
some in the light of the window, and others where the 
sun will not strike them or shading them from the light, 
and in this way you will have seed all at very different 
stages to watch. 

Now in a day or two, your targe bean for instance will 
be in a vondition to study. With a sharp knife slit it 
along the back, and you will find that the halves are 
held together in a measure by a tiny stem which will 
stick to one-half, and you will discover growing from 
the inner end a tiny pair of leaves.

“It Was some time after this that, for the sake of con- 
ine degrees were divided into two, and thus 
beat was 24 above zero and boiling point 73. 
When, matiy years afterward, Fahrenheit made his in- 
strument and used mercury instead of linseed oil, which 
was far More convenient, he again divided these degrees 
inte four, so if the number be multiplied accordingly 
we bave 212 for the boiling point and 96 for the body 
‘Fahrenheit, finding he could get a lower temperature 
than freezing, made this point zero, which brought the 
sumber 8 of Newton's to 32 of Fahrenheit. In this way 
the thermometer was constructed.

AN ARCHITECT’S SUGGESTIONS IN 
REGARD ro Its ARRANGEMENT.

ter of family interest. at least twenty-one times a 
week, one thousand and ninety-five times a year. It 
is the one room in which the entire family is sure to 
dome together every day. In most homes, the dining- 
room is, par excellence, the gathering glace of the fam- 
ily. Where else—sitting-room, parlor, music-room, or 
den—will all be found for any great length of time, 
except under unusual conditions of family life? 

Begin the day right. Few realize definitely that the 
location of the dining-room is a potent help to such 
beginning, yet many have recognized it dimly. The 
attempts to so locate this room as to get the best 
morning .light have been the unvoiced acceptance of 
the fact. In the North, it is placed preferably with an 
eastern exposure to receive the morning sun so neces- 
rary to physical and mental health 
In the South, the day is best begun in the quiet and 
peace of the long shadows. Whatever the conditions 
necessary for best living, they are sought for the mérn- 
ing meal, that we may not only nourish the body, but 
start the mind aright for the day's activities. The wise 
homekecper knows that the dining-room means much 
more than food, even though she.furnish it of that rare 
quality. which really nourishes and satisfies. Thus, it 
seems wise to sacrifice the location of other rooms to 


proper exposure, it is ‘also well to make it a corner 


of the day. The whole effect of a room may 
changed by drawing one shade and opening another. 
In size, the dining-room must vary with the size 
of the family, the amount and manner in which they 
entertain their friends, the cost and general propor- 
tions of the house, and the individual tastes of the 
owners. The room most commonly built is about 
thirteen feet wide and eighteen or twenty feet long. 
Such a room, while not large, is well suited to the 
requirements of the ordinary family. 


In one home this room is about thirty-five feet lon

end serves many purposes between meals, and when 
meal time mes, its preparation does not disturb the 
family gathéred at the other end.

Although the 
family spends much time there in a week, it is rarely 
for amy considerable period, and a-richness of decora- 
tion which would tire and cloy in other parts of the 
house are quite aceptable here. In private hottses, 
dark, rich colors are usually used—just why, it is 
dificult to explain. While such decorafion is ap- 
propriate and satisfactory in a large room, it cannot 
be used in a small one.

Many a room finely proportioned and well designed 
by the architect has been spolled by the furnishing.

It is one of thé most important in a house 
and easily the most important in a dining-room. While 
the one selected may not be badly designed, it is rarely 
in keeping with the room in which it is placed, and 
more especially if wainscoting has been used. This 
is because it is more essentially an integral part of 
the room than other furnishings and should, therefore, 
carry the same design as the other woodwork. Com- 
plete harmony can be reached only when the sideboard 
is designed by the architect and built for the room and 
located permanently. It is happily true that it need 
cost no more than when purchased separately. An 
architect who is capable of successfully designing the 

room can design its sideboard. ee

What 
a service such as this must cost the bereaved family, it 
is pitiful to estimate, for in this land labor clearing 20 
cents a day is the exception, and tapers are far from 
cheap by comparison.

The Cook Family. 


THEY Have Cor a CONSIDERABLE 
FiGurE IN ENGLISH HISTORY.

HE Cook family is of great antiquity and impor- 

tance in Great Britain. In history, we read of Nor- 

man the Cook, and Robert the Cook. They were 
witnesses to a grant of land by DePercy to the Church 
of St. Peter and Hylda, at Whitby. This was about the 
middle of the twelfth century. 

John the Cook, or John le Cok, represented Herford- 
shire in Parliament in the reign of Edward III. In the 
history of Leeds by Thoresby, we read, “At Beeston, 
Yorkshire, flowrished an ancient family of the Gales, yet 
the several branches in different towns are writ Gale, 
alias Cooke—I suppose from the office of their ances- 
tors. 

In support of this theory, it is said that ii was no un- 
common thing for the name of a family to be changed 
into that of the office they bore. Thus the name of a 
certain Fitzwalter was changed to Butler, because he was 
butler to the King. A family named Millington changed 
their name to Synge, because one member haroened to 
be a good singer. So curiously and in such happy-go- 
lucky fashion were names evolved in the early days. 

Variations of the patronymic are Cookes, Cookson, 
Cookesiey and Cookworthy. In Ireland no less 
twelve Cooks were bailiffs and Mayors from 1684 to 1754. 
Seme of the name were Mayors of London, notably one 
Thomas Cooke, who was knighted at the coronation of 
Elizabeth, Queen of Edward IV. Two years later he was 
impeached of high treason for lending money to Marga- 
ret, Queen of Henry VI. Sir Thomas's great-grandson, 
Sir Anthony Cooke, called the “English scholar.” was 
chosen tutor to young King Edward VI. on account of 
his great learning. His two daughters, Mildred and 
Anne Cooke, were considered the most learned women in 
England. Anne married Sir Nicholas Bacon, and “was the 
mother of Lord Bacon. Sir Anthony Cooke was made a 
Knight of the Bath at the coronation of Edward, his old 
pupil. During Mary's reign he was in exile, but returned

when Blizabeth came to the throne, and upon one oc 
sion, during ber temporary absence from London, Sir 
Anthony was associated with the Lord Mayor in the gov- 
ernment.

Artista and musicians 
drawings of Richard Cook are preserved in the British 


Museum. Henry Cook, the artist, was employed by 
William III to repair the Raphael cartoons and put them 
up in the gallery at Hampton Court. Samuel Cook was 
a painter of repute and Thomas Cook an engraver. Rob- 


ert Cook is supposed to have painted Portraits of Henry 


VII. Henry VIII, and Queen Catherine. For a time he 
was garter king-at-arms, and in that capacity accompa- 
nied Earl of Derby to France, carrying the garter to 
Henry Ill, who rewarded him with a gift of two gold 
chains, worth over £120 each. Robert Cook wrote, or 
compiled, an English baronage. “Hesiod” Cooke was 
the popular nickname of Thomas Cooke, who trans- 
lated Hesiod. He had the honor of being mentioned in 
the Dunciad by Pope, whom he had offended. 

A musician and composer was Capt. Henry Cooke, also 
a soldier, who fought for King Charies I. At the coro- 
nation of Charles II he wrote all the special music per- 
formed at Westminster Abbey, and was organist of the 
royal chapel. He is often mentioned by Pepys. “After 
‘the sermon, a brave anthem by Capt. Cooke, which he 
himself sung. and the King was well pleased. Upon 
another occasion, A poor, dry sermon, but a very good 
anthem of Cooke's afterward.” 

Francis Cooke was obliging enough to come over in the 
Mayflower. He was one of the signers of the memorable 
compact, in the cabin of the Mayflower, Saturday, No- 
vember 21, 1620. With him came his wife, Esther, and 
son John, who was born in Holland. Francis Cooke 
was probably born in England. He died in Plymouth, 
1663. 

Another immigrant ancestor was Capt. Thomas Cooke, 
who came from England to the Plymouth colony 1635. 
Other settlers were John, Edward, William, Arthur, 
George, Richard, Garrett and Mordecai Cook. The latter 
ia the progenitor of the Virginia branch of the family.

For his second wife he married Joan Constable, one of 


the maidens who came over from London with a ship- 
load of others, as wives for the colonists. Mordecai paid 
for his bride “his extra hogshead of tobacco.” The story 
is that he was bunting when the ship arrived. He had 
spoken for first chotce of maidens; second choice he 
would have none. As he wished to finish his bunt, he 
sent word to the authorities that he would give an ex- 
tra bonus if no one was allowed to see the ship's fair 
cargo until he arrived. He and his sons became large 
landowners in Virginia. 

When there has been a call to arms the Cooks have 
responded manfully. One division at Waterloo was 
commanded by Sir George Cooke. In the new world 
they were loyalists. John Cooke was in command of a 
regiment during the Revolutionary War. Lemuel Cooke 
entered the army when only seventeen years of age, and 
was in the campaign against Cornwallis in Virginia. He 
received honorable discharge at the end of the war, 
signed by Washington. James Cooke piloted the boats 
of the squadron sent to céoperaie with Wolfe at Quebec. 
Mayor John Cooke served gallantly in the Mexican War. 

The family has its characters. There was John Cook, 
grandson of Mordecai, who always rode in an ox,cart 
driven by a negress, while his wife rode in her fine car- 
riage. William Cooke also had his eccentricities. New 
lothes were a horror to him, so much so that whenever 
he was obliged to don a new hat he went out to the 
barn at once to get a coating of dust, with a few cob- 
webs in it—‘“to take off that new look.“ he explained. 
He was a very grand gentleman, however, notwithstand- 
ing his aversion to new clothes, and an outocrat in his 
circle. To earn his favor was glory enough for his 
neighbors. 

Another eccentric one of the family was Robert Cook, 
Englishman, time ebout the middie of the seventeenth 
century. He went by the name of “Linen Cock, for it 
was pari of his religion, being a vegetarian, to wear only 
linen. He was a kind of Pythagorean ohilosopher, and 
for years ate neither fish, fesh nor fowl, “or wore woolen 
clothing,” or any other produce of an animal, but linen 
only, and he took care to leave directions that his 
shroud should be of the same material. He further dis- 
played his eccentricity by erecting a pile of stones on a 
rock in Bristol Channel, because his wife had come from 
Bristol. It went by the name of “Cook's Folly.” 

The Cook arms reproduced are per pale azure and 
and griles, three eagles displayed and armed or, guitee 
de poix, each having about his neck a collar sable. 
Crest—an eagle displayed, or, guttee de poix, armed sa- 
ble. The lion is one of the most ancient and honorable 
of heraldic symbols, and the same can be said of the 
eagie—-a “spread eagie’’—according to the description.

THE FIRST TELEGRAPH LINE. 

If history be creaible Ceylon nas been the thought 
center o modern invention. During the Dutch occupa- 
tion of che big island, which lasted about a century and 
a half (from 1650 to 1795.) these conquerors of the Por- 
tuguese, the original foreign posseasors of the territory, 
hed a system of communication between the present site 
of Candy and every landing place an enemy might ap- 
proach. in an olé volume I stumbled over at the Con- 
greasional Library is a long description of this first tele- 
graph line. The cables were formed of grapevine, or 
“runners” from ‘the banyan tree, the lengths of which 
were so artfuily joined that they would transmit sound 
along miles of the suspended circuits. Statements re- 
garding the length between stations were provokingly 
vague; but that a relay system was employed seemed 
certain. The vibrations that traveled along the continu- 
ous woody fiber were by attaching a Minty 
stone directly to the end of the cable. This stone was 
struck certain kinds of sharp blows by a copper hammer. 
These concussions or vibrations were said to have been 
received by an operator at the other end of the line, 
miles distant, and by him retransmitted to the next sta- 
tion. 

This is the principle of the Morse alphabet. which is 
transmitted by sound and is the best system in use to- 
day. Thus as late as the end of the eighteenth century 
the Dutehmen of Ceylon were able to maintain their 
hold upon the valuable island south of Hindoostan. By 
means of this telegraphic system they could concen- 
trate their troops on shore to meet their British invad- 
ers.—[Pittsburgh Dispatch. 


PIRATE AMONG PLANTS. 


Among ell the forms of vegetable life in the Mexican 


tropics the wild fig trees are the most remarkable. 
Some of them show such apparent intelligence in their 
readiness to meet emergencies that it is difficult to not 
credit them with powers of volition. 

In the tropics, where the wild figs flourish, there is a 
constant struggle for life among numberless species of 
plants. Certain of the wild figs appear to have learned 
this and provide a fruit which is a favorite food for 
many birds; then an occasional seed is dropped by a 


bird where it finds lodgment in the axil of a alm frond — 


high in the air. 

There the seed takes root and is nourished by the 
little accumulation of dust and vegetable matter. It 
sends forth an aérial root, which creeps down the palm, 
sometimes coiling about the trunk on its way. When 
this slender, cordlike rootlet reaches the ground it se- 
cures a foothold and becomes the future trunk of the 
fig tree. —[Geographic Magazine.

The only color possible is 
gold, like the flower center, but this can be carried out 
with very striking effect, where the hostess has gold- 
mounted dishes or glasses, brass candelabra, and gold 
spoons, and if more color is desired, old-gold ribbons 
are brilliant against the white damask. The marguerite 
in Goethes “Faust” makes a beautiful suggestion for 
place cards, or if desired, there can be gilt, with the 
name spelied out in tiny white petals. 


Suggestions for Sandwiches. 


Bread for sandwiches should be twenty-four hours 
old: it is then of the proper texture to slice evenly. 
Loaves with square ends cut lo the best advantage. But- 
ter the bread after slicing, and do not spread quite to 
the edge, as the sandwich is leas likely to soll the fin- 
gers when eaten. if a moist dressing is used, cut the 
bread to the desired shape before spreading. 


Nut meats for filling may be used in various ways. 
Grated cheese and  lightly-chopped English walnuts 
make @ good relish. When the cheese is not desired, 
The addition of one-fourth Brazil nuts chopped almost 
to a paste improves the flavor of the walnuts. 


A new sandwich bread is made of entire wheat flour 
with a cup of chopped nut meats edded. Sour milk or 
soda should be used, and brown sugar or molasses for 
sweetening. This has the advantage of being ready for 
use the same day that it is baked, tn fact, as soon as 
cold. lt is delicious spread with orange or guava mar- 
malade. The crust should not be removed from the 
loaf, and the slices should be thicker than usual. 

Plain entire wheat bread makes delicious sandwiches 
spread with butter and shaved maple sugar, or with 
sweet chocolate grated. 


When making sandwiches for a picnic, or for travel- 
ing. wrap each one in olled paper and secure the ends. 
then wrap ali together and tie. This keeps them moist 
and holds the filling in place, while the paper serves as 
a convenient holder when eaten. 


A very thin soread of preserved giager chopped fine 
is nice for sweet sandwiches. Ripe or preserved figs 
make a rich filling, and plain honey is fit for royalty, 
since the queen of immortal song was found in the pan- 
try eating bread and honey. 

Chop olives, either green or ripe, moisten with may- 
onnaise, spread half of the slices from a white leaf with 
this preparation, and helf with cream cheese, and put 
together lu pairs; good for picnics. 

Boston Brown Bread. 


The foliowing rhymed recipe has been an heirloom fog 
generations, and has never before been printed: 
One cup of sweet milk, two of sour, 
Two of meal, one of flour, 
. One-half cup of sugar, one spoonful of salt 
This will make it sweet to a fault; 
Steam two hours, helf an hour bake, 
And see if it isn’t as good as cake.

and set your gallipot in a kettle of water over a gentle 
fire, and let it infuse till the strength is out of the flow- 
ers, which will be in four or five hours; then strain it 
through a flannel, and when ‘tis cold, bottle it up. 


As orange flowers are now available, someone may be 
inclined to try tuis, if the high gallipot is at hand, and 
the necessary though unmentioned ingredient of pa- 
tience.

A STORY OF MANCIIURIA AND THE 
JAPANESE SECRET SERVICE.

RIDLEY and 1 became friendly in Tokio and inti- 

mate during the days of hard travel in reaching 

Langcheng, a Russian base on Liaotung Gulf. 
Gridley represented an English paper and I an American 
journal, but we both were young, new to real war and be- 
came companions naturally. He was a fine, manly, de- 
pendable chap, and 1 learned to like him immensely. 

Two weeks out of Japan, after many changes from ship 
to ship, we arrived at our destinatich and applied for 
permission to follow the Russian army. We were told 
that we must cable our editors to arrange with St. Pe- 
tersburg for permission. This involved a heavy expense, 
and our papers were not rich, but alP-¢hat was possible 
was done. We finally were informed by the Russian gen- 
eral commanding at Langcheng, that our cause was pend- 
ing at the Russian capital and that we would receive 
a happy verdict in a short time. Gridley: and I drew 
long breaths and set about adding to our equipment. 

As our expense accounts were not large we determined 
to make one camp outfit, one cook, one coolie and one 
pack pony do for both, Our cook, a Langcheng China 
boy, whom we called Petruchio, for his ease in waiving 
difficulties was really a prize. He endeared himself to us 
not only for his expert handling of rice, curry, tea, fish 
and chicken, but by his appearance, his ludicrous at- 
tempts at English, and his whole-hearted allegiance to 
our interests—as he interpreted them. Petruchio was 
very particular about his person, kept his padded hose 
and cotton garments scrupulously clean, his forehead 
and temples shaven unto shinineas and his queue tightly 
braided and glossy.

Russian Secret Societies. 


THE Srory or KRIVOROTENKO AND 
His CONSPIRACIES. 


From Tit-Bits. 


VERYONE conversant with the intimate life of 

Moscow and St. Petersburg has either seen or heard 

of the flaming placards posted by night upon gov- 
ernment buildings, and even upon the walls of police 
stations, by Russian revolutionaries. In most cases this 
is the work of secret societies. 

Englishmen are apt to regard Russian secret societies 
and Nihilism as one and the same thing. Nine Nibil- 
ists out of every ten, however, would explain that, de- 
spite their own particular secret society, Nibilism is not 
a secret society propaganda, but a political philosophy, 
of which bomb-throwing and gistol-shooting are but ac- 
cidental features. 

The last-formed and probably the most dangerous se- 
cret society in Russia at the present day was founded 
about a year ago by a man known throughout the do- 
minions of the Czar as “Krivorotenko,” or “Crooked 
Mouth.” 

In appearance “Crooked Mouth” is “short. of stature 
and has a dome-like forehead, barred with an ugly, 
livid scar.” He is a marveloug actor, and can disguise 
his appearance so cleverly as to be unrecognizable to 
his most intimate friends. 

“Crooked Mouth's history is full of romance, and to 
illustrate this Russian revolutionary’s intense hatred 
for the Czar's government it need only be mentioned 
that he christened his only child, a little boy, “Sibir,” or 
“Siberia!” When the infant was but two days old, it 
is said, he branded on ite back a reversed crown, em- 
blematical of the overthrow of Czarism. 

“Crooked Mouth was first heard of as a dangerous 
revolutionary in the autumn of 1893. Six years before, 
when only 20 years of age, he had been sent to Siberia, 
or “to Deathland”’—io use his own expression—by RKus- 
sia’s secret police. 

Krivorotenko’s life history is instructiye. Born 
Yalta, he became the office boy of a rich Kieff merchant, 
who, sympathizing with the lad's ambitions, sent bim 
to the local gymnasium (grammar school.) From 
thence Krivorotenko, by giving lessons and living on 
next to nothing, made his way to Moscow University, . 
where bis Nihilist spirit obtained full scope, and he be- 
gan to propagandize. 

His doings soon came to the ears of the Secret Police, 
who, one “White Night,” swooped down on the “com- 
mon-house where he lived, seized him, and ordered 
him, on pain of banishment, to return immediately to 
his former miserable life at Yalta. 

“Crooked Mouth” promised obedience, but escaped to 
St. Petersburg. where he at once visited a well-known 
Nihilist named Sakharin, bluntly informing him that he 
had “decided to blow up Nicholas II. Sakharin readily 
entered into the conspiracy, but within a month both he 
and his fellow Nihilist were in the hands of the police 
and on their way to Siberia. “Crooked Mouth escaped 
from his guards while en route, but was captured and 
lodged in a penal settlement near Yakutsk. 

“The misery I endured during those four years,” he 
wrote to the writer of this article. “was so black that I 
had all the time the feeling of a man who is falling 
down a deep abyss. every second expecting the Impact 
of pointed rocks beneath.” He was frozen, starved, 
flogzed, mocked. Once his jailers, effecting negli 
gence, allowed him to run away, that they might have 
the joy of killing his stubborn body and obstinate sou! 
in solitary confinement and irons. But Krivorotenko 
survived. 

While acting as servant to the Governor of the convict 
colony, Krivorotenko stole an official seal and blank 
form from his master’s desk, forged a passport, and once 
again escaped. 

Three months later he formed a secret anti-govern- 
ment society among the sturdy miners of Irkutsk, and 
as a consequence at the present day this Siberian 
city is a hotbed of sedition. - 

Krivorotenko married a handsome 18-year-old gir: 
named Vavara (Barbara) Kotiakin. The pair suddenly 
dicappeared from Irkutsk, and it was thought at the 
time that the police bad spirited them away. But they 
were heard of again not many months later in Poland. 

At Warsaw they formed the new Nihilist League, 
which only a few days ago secretly addressed a threat- 
ening manifesto to the Czar. This league, or secret so- 
ciety, ia known to Russians as the Brotherhood of 

The brethren believe in assassinating only despots 
such as the grand dukes—not men of the stamp of Sipi- 
agin and Piéhve, whom they scoff at as mere “portfo- 
lioed policemen 

Krivorotenko's personality and his printing press are. 


. first prisuner was brought before him he asked: 


eassins, their president being Piotr Stepanoff, a graduate 
of Moscow University. 

When Stepanoff was seized and executed by the police, 
his “wife,” a young and beautiful girl, known as the 
“Bogoroditea,” or “Madonna,” carried on his work. 

The “Madonna” is described in a Russian polive *¢- 
port, entitled “Regarding Revolfrtionaries,” as having 
“Irish blue eyes a fair skin, and a wealth of amber-col- 
ored hair.” She herself was in the habit of boasting 
that ber hair was “long enough to hang herself with,” 
if ever she were caught and sent to Siberia. 

Such a fate, however, will not befall her now, for, 
quarreling with certain other members of her Terrorist 
Society, she forsook her former friends and became an 
agent of the secret police. 


It is asserted on good authority that, before retiring 
to America, the “Madonna” lured into the meshed net 
which leads to the fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, Si- 
beria, and the gallows, no fewer than 180 of her former 
friends. 


A Russian bearing the Scotch-sounding name of Alex- 
ander Duncan was for years the terror of the Czar and 
of every one of his ministers. He planned the execution 
}of M. Murevieff, Minister of Justice, but was himself 
condemned to a lingering death in desolate and distant 
Siberia, being discovered by the police when in the act 
of posting a “death warrant” to M. Pobfedonosireff, 
Procurator of the Holy Synod. : 


Karl Feist, 6 Polish Jew of humble birth, was the 
founder of a secret society which for many years ter- 
rorized Southern Russia under the name of the “Broth- 
erhood of the Black Skull.” Every member was branded 
on the sole of the left foot with the Greek letters Alpha 
and Omega. Victims of the Brotherhood were invari- 
ably found knifed through the heart, with a roughly- 
exeeuted skull (having for eyeholes the first and last 
letters of the Greek alphabet) stamped in black upon 
the forehead. ° 


Secret societies, the members of which are people in 
comparatively humble circumstances, are not the only 
terror of the Czar and of his confidential ministers. 
Isolated university professors, such as Tsaakoff and 
Struve, and men of science like Kropotkin, banished and 
expelled from the Russian empire, feed from foreign 
lands the intellect of discontent. 

Aecording to @ prominent St. Petersburg journalist. 
two professors of Moscow University issue every year 
dozens of revoiutioaary pamphiets—but the crime can- 
not be brought home to them. The secret society te 
which they belong is, in this case at all events, too 
clever fo: the police. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the Russian government 
is ever ready and anxious to receive with open arms 
repenting conspirators, especially young and good-look- 
Ing girl revolutionaries. 

According to the Prefect of the Czar’s Personal Police, 
reformed members of secret societies become the most 
promising myrmidons of the Fourth Section. “Set «a 
thief to catch a thief” is one of this official's favorive 
sayings. 

As a rule, however, the police career of these trafitor- 
ous women spies ie short. The secret society to which 
they belonged takes care to make their personality 
known among revolutionaries throughout the land. and 
after a few months, in many cases, they mysteriously 
disappear from public ken. 

The “corpse of an unknown woman.” reported in the 
Viestuik of September 4 last year as having been fished 
out of the Neva, was everywhere known to be tbat of « 
police Ww and erstwhile revolutionary named Vera Vas 
lief. who had sent four of her former friends to life- 
long imprisonment ip Siberia. 

Although hardly regarded by the average Ruglisbman 
as belonging to a secret society, the Russian police look 
upon the liberty-loving members of many of the Zemet- 
vos (communal councils) as suspects, and classify them 
as such. 

Nicholas II fears the enlightened Zemstwvo members 
for they have frequently, though hitherto vainly, called 
for the summoning of a “Zemskiye Sobori,” or States- 
General—a conclave ominous of stubbornness and revolt. 

In 1902 the landed geniry of Voronezh, in council as- 
sembled, forwarded a dossier to St. Petersburg de 
manding “liberty for the press, freedom of faith, relax- 
ation of taxes, education for the masses, and equality 
for the classes.” :

A WoOMAN’S VISIT TO THK PEARL 
or PENRHYN.

tive passengers, and (alas!) take on an equal num- 

er of others, is a strange little spot, far out of all 
ordinary shipping tracks, absolutely barren, shadeless, 
and desolate. It has no trees, no fruit, no vegetables— 
only grass, barilla, low thorny scrub, and glaring sand. 
Yet this island is one of the finest properties in the Pa- 
cific, and produces an immense revenue for its owners. 
It possesses large beds of the best guano in the world—a 
fine, dry, dust-like substance, absolutely clean and non- 
odorous, but extremely rich in super-phoaphates. Native 
labor, to work the beds, is imported from many other 
islands There is no blackbirding“ business about Mal- 
den. The laborers are only too ready to go. They stay 
but one year; they are well fed, well paid, kindly treated; 
and they usually go home with what is, for a native, quite 
a large sum in hand. The six white men who drag a 
weary three years’ exile in Malden were exceedingly de- 
lighted at our call. As is always the case among the re- 
moter islands, they entertained us with their best cheer 
—the inevitable Pacific “party” dinner, consisting of 
fowls, tinned ox tongue, and tinned apricots—and took 
us about to see all that was to be seen. The small man- 
of-war birds—makers of Malden's fortune—have different 
“rookeries” on the island, where they darken the air 
with their wings, flying so low as to be easily caught by 
band. and screaming fiercely at any intruder. The 
ground is littered with their —one for each sitting 
bird—and young chicks scurry about like ants in an ant- 
hill. A curious littfe railway runs up to the guano pits 
from the harbor—about eight miles. Its trucks are fitted 
with huge square-rigged sails, to catch the southeast 
trade wind, which bio all the year round in Malden; 
when loaded, they co wn to the harbor under full 
sail at a tremendous pace. There is no means of transit 
except wind power, the empty trucks being pushed vp by 
hand. The various guano romances of the Pacific would 
make a volume in themselves. As island after island is 
worked out in the course of years, those that remain be- 
come more valuable, and the search for new guano 
islands grows keener. There are doubtless a good many 


Mara ISLAND, where we were to leave our na- 


as yet undiscovered—not that the South Seas possess any 


islands to speak of that are not surveyed and charted, 
but the soil and character of thousands of small islands 
is practically unknown. Every now and then somo tucky 
mariner discovers guano, takes up the island himeecif. or 
sells the knowledge to someone with capital to work it, 
and retires into a life of easy luxury ashore, or purchases 
himself a fine schooner or two, according to his incfina- 


tions. 
Penrhyn and its Natives. 


rhyn, lying five degrees further south, but for some un- 
explained reason a very much hotter place than Malden. 


Penrhyn is an island that is famous all over the South. 


Sea world, and not unknown even in Europe. Its oerl 
shell and pearls, its strange, wild, semi-amphibious na- 
tives, and its melancholy leper station, make it a marked 
spot upon the Pacific map; and a certain rather fictitious 
value attaching to its stamps has made the hame of the 
island familiar to all stamp collectors at home, The 
general impression conveyed to the voyager from kinder 
and fairer islands is that Penrhyn is a place “at the back 
of God-speed,” a lonely, sultry, windy, eerie spot, deso- 
late and remote beyond description. It is an atoll island, 
consisting merely of a strip of land some couple of bun- 
dred yards in width, enclosing a splendid lagoon nine 
miles long. The land is white coral gravel; nothing 
grows on it but cocoanut end pandanus and a few insig- 
nificant creepers. Fruit, vegetables, flowers, there are 
none. The natives live entirely on cOcoanut and fish. 
They are nominally Christianized, but the veneer of 
Christianity is wearing ‘uncommonly thin in places. 
They are reckless and daring to a degree notable even 
among Pacific islanders. Any Penrhyn man will attack 
a shark single-handed in its own element, and kill it with 
the big knife he usually carries. They are, beyond com- 
parison, the finest swimmers in the world; it is almost 
Impossible to drown a Penrhyn Islander. He will swim 
all day aa easily as he will walk. You may often meet 
him out fishing, miles from shore, without a boat, push- 
ing in front of him a small plank that carries his bait, 
lines, and catch. Some of the fish he most fancies sel- 
dom come to the surface. To catch these he baits his 
line, dives, and swims about underneath the water for 
@ minute or two at a time, trailing the bait after him. 
and rising to the surface as often as a fish takes it. Of 


his peari-diving exploits I shall speak later. The deadly 


surf that breaks upon the outer reef has no terrors for 
him. Among the small boys of the island there is a fa- 
vorite feat known as “crossing a hundred waves.” which 
consists in divjng through ninety-nine great rollers, just 
as they are about to break, and rushing triumphantly to 


_ Shore on the back of the hundredth. The old warlike, 


quarreisome character of the islanders—no doubt origi- 
nally due to scarcity of food—still lurks concealed under 
an outward show of civility. Penrhyn was the only 
land I have visited where I did not care to walk alone 
in the bush without my little American revolver. The 
four or five white traders all keep firearms ready to hand 
in their stores. There has been no actual trouble of re- 
cent years, but there are narrow escapes from a free ‘fight 
every now and then, and every man must hold himself 
ready for emergencies. It is only seven years since there 
was such an outbreak of hostilities in Penrhyn that a 
man-of-war had to be sent up to protect the traders. 


the Duchess spent in Penrhyn lagoon repairing sails and 
rigging and generally refitting after the stormy weather 
that we had experienced on several occasions. But Pen- 
rhyn is rotten with undeclared leprosy, the water is not 
above suspicion, and flies abound in myriads. So I slept 
on the ship, and by day wandered about the desolate, 
thin, sun-smitten woods of the island, or flew over the 
green lagoon in one of the marvelously speedy pearling 
sloops of the traders. These boats are about a couple of 
tons each, with a boom as big in proportion, as a grass- 
hopper's leg. They are as manageable as a motor car, 
and faster than most yachts. It is a wonderful sight to 
see them taking cargo out to the schooners, speeding like 
gulls over the water, and turning round in their tracks 
to fly back again as easily as any gull might do. Pearl- 
ing was almost “off” at the time of the Duchess’s visit, 
since a good part of the lagoon was tabooed to allow 
the beds to recover. Furthermore, there has been a tre- 
mendous drop in the price of pearl shell during the last 
two years. At one time the value was £150 to £200 a 
ton. Now only about £40 is obtainable, and this barely 
pays expenses. The drop is supposed to be due to a 
ring.“ there being no great alteration in fashions to ac- 
count for such a large fall in prices. Traders are now 


*| holding on to their shell In the hope of a break in the 


ring. The search for suitable shell beds goes on as 
keenly as ever, since everyone supposes that prices wil! 

go up again before long There are always the pearis, 

of course; but these are rather a minor consideration at 
Penrhyn. The shell is of beautiful quality, large and 
thick, with the much-valued golden edge; but pearls are 
not plentiful in it, and they are generally of moderate 
size. Some very fine pearls have been found, however, 
and gems of ordinary value can always be picked up 
fairiy cheaply from the divers. The Penrhyn lagoon is 
the property of the natives themselves, who sell the shell. 
and the pearls to White traders. Christmas Island and 

some other Pacific pearling grounds are privately owned, 

and in these places there is a great deal of poaching done 

by the divers. 

An Exhibition of Diving. 

The great buyers of pearis are the schooner captains. 
There are three or four echooners that call at Penrhyn 
now and then for cargo; and every captain has a nose 
for pearis like that of a trained bound for truffles. In the 
Paumotus, about Penrhyn, Christmas Island, and the 
Seillies (the Parific Scillies, not those that are 80 famil- 
larly known to English readers) they flit from island to 
island, following up the vagrant rumors of a fine pear! 
with infinite tact and gatience, until they run it to 
ground at last, and (perhaps) clear a year’s income in a 
day by a lucky deal. San Francisco and Sydney are al- 
ways ready to buy, and the typical Pacific captain, if_he 
ia just a bit of a buccaneer, is also a very keen man of 
business in the most modern sense of the world, and not 
at all likely to be cheated. Three native divers, famous 
for their deep-water feats, came out in a pearling sloop 
with us one afternoon, and gave a fine exhibition. The 
bed over which we halted was about ninety feet under 
the surface. Our three divers eétripped to a “pareo” 
apiece, and then, squatting down on the gunwale of ihe 
boat with their hands hanging over their knees, appeared 
to meditate. They were “taking their wind,” the white 
steersman informed me. After about five minutes of 
perfect stillness they suddenly got up and dived off the 
thwart. The rest of us fidgeted up and down the tiny 
deck, talked, speculated, and passed away the time for 
what seemed an extraordinarily long period. No one, 
unfortunately, had brought a watch; but the traders and 
schooner captains all agree in saying that the Penrhyn 
diver can stay under water for full three minutes; and 
it was quite evident that our men were showing off {cr 
the benefit of that almost unknown bird, the “wahine 
papa.” At last, one after, another, the dark heads popped 
up again, and the divers, each carrying a shell or two, 
swam back to the boat, got on board, and presented their 
catch to me with the easy grace and high-bred courtesy 
that are the birthright of all Pacific Islanders—not at all 
embarrassed by the fact that all the clothes they wore 
would hardly have sufficed to make a Sunday suit for an 
equal number of pigeons. As a general rule, the divers 
carry baskets, and fill them before comics up. Bach 
man opens his own catch at once, and hunts through the 
shell for pearls. Usually he does not find any; now and 
then he gets a small gray pearl, or a decent white one, or 
a big irregular “baroque” pear! of the “new art” variety, 
and once in a month of Sundays he is rewarded by a 
large gleaming gem worth several hundred pounds, for 
which he will probably get only twenty or thirty. 
Dangers of Diving. 

Diving dresses are sometimes used in Penrhyn; but in 
such an irregular and risky manner that they are really 
more dangerous than the ordinary method. The suit 16 
nothing but a helmet and jumper. No boots are worn. 
no clothing whatever on the legs, and there are no 
weights to preserve the diver’s balance. It sometimes 
happens—though wonderfully seldom—that the diver 
trips, falls, and turns upside down, the heavy helmet 
keeping him head downwards until the air all rushes out 
under the jumper, and he is miserably suffocated. The 
alr pump above is often carelessly worked in any case, 
and there is no recognized system of signals except the 
jerk that means “Pull up.” 

“They're the most reckless devils on the face of the 
earth.” said a local trader. “Once let a man strike a 
good bed of shell, and he won't leave go of it, not for 
Father Peter. He'll stick down there all day, grabbin’ 
away in twenty fathom or more till he feels paralysis

Southern Californians are not accustomed to look 


to San Francisco as a source of much instructive and 
attractive literature about Southern California. A pub- 
Heation tecently issued by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany is, however, of its kind, fully equal to anything 
that has been produced down here. It is a pamphiet 
of 100 pages, profusely illustrated with beautiful half 
tones, and is entitled “California South of Tehachepi.” 
As the preface announces, it is compiled from in- 
formation gathered by Southern Pacific Railroad agents 
throughout this end of the State. 

There are—as is it most inevitable in a publication 
of this kind—a few slips. Such, for instance, as the 
reference to “canaigre fields.” There was, a few years 
ago, a canaigre plantation at Rialto, in San Bernardino 
county, but it was abandoned. Also, the statement 
is incorrect that Crafton is the “site of the great power 
plants of the Edison Electric. Power Company.” The 
power plant of the company is ten miles away, up the 
picturesque Santa Ane Canon. | 

In reference to the population of Los Angeles, the 
author of the pamphlet says: “There are 150,000 peo- 
ple in the limite of Los Angeles, and of these some 
125,000 have come through the city’s gates with their 
lares and penates since 1880, or have been lucky enough 
to have been born there since that date.” It would 
have been more correct to say that there are 175,000 
people in Los Angeles, and that all but 11,000 of these 
have arrived since 1880. 

It might also be suggested that, in a publication pur- 
porting to describe “California South of Tehachepi,” 
some reference should have been made to all places of 
importance, even if they don't happen to be on a line 
of the Southern Pacific Company. Among other places 
which are not even named in the pamphlet are Holly- 
wood, Fullerton and San Diego, all places of consider- 
able importance. If the pamphlet had been entitled 
“A Description of Routes of Travel on the Southern 
Pacific in Soathern California,” these omissions would 
have been all right, but as it is, they give the pam- 
phiet a somewhat incomplete appearance. 

However, apart from that, the pampbiet is, as 
stated, one of the handsomest things of Ufe kind ever 


offered to the public.

Lumber Mill at Wilmington. 


MPROVEMENTS are beginning to crop out at 

Wilmington, the coming harbor town of Los Angeles 
county. The Wilmington Journal says: 

“Contrary to the numerous rumors that have been 
cireulated from time to time as to the removal of the 
Southwestern Lymber Company's plant from Wilming- 
ton, the Journal has it on the authority of the com- 
pany'’s agent here, H. L. Miner, that the mill is to re- 
main here, and that the manufacture of lumber is to 
commence in the near future. 

“The stocking of the yard with lumber is to com- 
mence immediately, and indications are such as to 
warrant the belief that the whir of the machinery in 
the mill will be heard within thirty days. The ma- 
chinery is being put in order preparatory to starting 
work. 

“The mill and yards will give employment to forty 
to fifty men at first, which force will be gradually in- 
creased to about 120. The mill has been idle since 
August of last year, and its starting operations again 
means the employment of many of our people.” 


Silk Worms. 
p HE indefatigable Mrs. Carrie Williams of San 

Diego, still keeps up her persistent effort to make 
silk culture a practical success in California. The 
San Diezo Union says: 

“The beggars are here. They arrived safely in 
twenty-three days from the agricultural college, Im- 
perial University, Tokio, Japan, consigned to Mrs. 
Carrie Williams, the local silk expert. 

“The beggars are not paupers, but a new race of 
silk wortas, e., new in the United States. The spe- 
cial characteristics that give then their peculiar name 
is their ability to endure Hardships, and eat food that 
would prove fatal to most species now cultivated in 
Europe and America. 

“This race is but little known to silk producers. 
They hatch out twice a year. In May the first broods 
appear and mature early in June. The summer broods 
come out about July 4, and mature July 30. The 
millers emerge from the cocoons in eleven, instead of 
fourteen days, as is in most races of worms. 

“This race of silk worms is less liable to disease 
that other races. They have tested them now for two 
years in the Imperial University, Tokio, Japan, and 
recommend that they be cultivated as an adjunct to 
the white races so very decidedly preferred by the 
Japanese. The cocoons are yellow; the spring breed 
is much deeper yellow than the second, or summer, 
breeds. | 

“Anxious to obtain all possible information on the 
production of all kinds of silk, Mrs. Carrie Williams 
sent to Prof. C. Sasaki for a few eggs of this epecial 
race. He sent the eggs carefully packed in a little 
wooden box, but when they arrived they were nearly 
all hatched and as lively as crickets, waiting for their 
first meal in a foreign land. They were soon supplied, 
and have, so far, kept up their reputation for eating 
voraciously. From these Mrs. Williams hopes to ob- 
tain eggs to supply, at least in part, the inereasing 
calls for eggs of the silk worm. This. race, she thinks, 
will be epecially desirable for those who are just en- 


tering the business. The interest in silk culture ig 
becoming deeper, more practical, and widespread.”

FIELD NCOTES. 


Land Plaster. 


. HAVE had three inquiries for land plaster lately, 
and a reference to this fact in last week's paper has 
brougat out the information that this material in the 

purest quality ready for use can be bad for $6 a ton on 

board the cars at Los Angeles. This land plaster comes 
from the supplies of the Fire Pulp people, at Palmdale, 
and is of the best grade. About six years ago I visited 
this inexhaustible deposit, but for years have heard 
nothing of the operations in this commodity. In a let- 
ter received from Wade & Wade, the chemists, I am in- 
formed that they will confer with farmers desiring land 
plaster. I have notified those inquiring, of the parties 
who are ready to furnish this plaster. ä 


HE subject of ridicule, the object of fear and the only 

farm animal whose ancestry is more numerous than 
its prospective posterity, the mule so far outvalues its 
maternal stock that the comparison is ridiculous. The 
Bureau of Statistics has just published the number and 
average orice of farm animals in the United 
States. The average price of the mule is $17 more than 
that of the horse, the former being $87 and the latter 
$79. The total number of horses is 17,057,000; mules, 
2,888,000; milch cows, 17,572,000; other cattle, 43,669,000; 
sheep, 45,170,000; swine 47,320,000. The average values 
of milch cows, cattle, sheep and swine are respectively 
$27, $15, $2.80 and $6. That the horse and mule have not 
been displaced to any great extent by automobiles, bicy- 
cles and steam plows, is shown by the total number of 
these animals, which is 19,945,000, valued at 51.452.150, 
000.

Scale Declining. 
EPORTS from the chief citrus fruit districts agree 
without division that the oranges this season are un- 


usually ciean. Very fow of the pecking-houses are oper- 


ating their washing machines, the absence of black smut 
making it unnecessary. As to the cause of the ecarcity 
of the black scale, which has made this condition pos- 
sible, it is attributed by all to one of two causes, or both. 
The long, hot summer had a tendency to lessen the 
scale, killing it in the earlier stages of growth. But 
the principal cause was the attacks of the Scutellista. 
That parasite is given the credit of cleaning up the or- 
chards by wholesale, and no doubt deserves all the 
praise it is receiving. Another season will demonstrate 
the value of this parasite beyond question, and I am 
pretty sure the. demonstration will be on the side of suc- 
c Do not flatter yourself that your little neighbor- 
hood is the only one with clean frult. That kind of 
fruit is the rule everywhere. 


Honey Producers Meet. 


HROUGH a missent notice I failed to refer to the 

meeting of the California National Honey Producers’ 
Association, which held its session in Los Angeles on 
the 15th of February. It is a “pure honey” organiza- 
tion and those interested in the pure food agitation 
should not forget that the bee men are among the most 
active of that faith This should prove a most ex- 
cellent seas n for honey and I am sure the public 
would have been interested in this meeting had I re- 
ceived the announcement in time to have noticed the 
‘meeting. The winter has been one of unusual freedom 
from cold rains and muggy weather. The bees have had 
the opportunity of flight every day of the season and 
they have the pssurance of plenty of nectar from the 
abundant growth that will follow the rains. Bee men 
are rejoicing at the prospect of California's restoration 
in the line of honey production. 


Horticultural Law Amendment. 


ILL No. 631, introduced into the Assembly by W. 
A. Johnstone, is one of especial interest to the 
farmers of Southern California. It is im fact an amend- 
ment to the ect under which the county Boards of 


the present law by including the Russian thistle and 
other noxious weeds and plant diseases in the list of 
“pests” that may be handled by the horticultural 

missions. Some of the counties have atempted the 
extermination of the Russian thistle through county 


ordinances, but there were no officials provided for 
handling the work of extermination and these ordi- 
nances have failed.If the Johnstone amendment passes. 
the Horticultural Board may declare property infected 
with noxious weeds a public nuisance and proceed to 
have the infection removed if the owner fails to do 80, 
and the expense is paid by the supervisors, as now are 
the costs of disinfecting orchard trees under com- 
pulsory notice. 

Another provision of the Johnstone amendment is the 
insertion of “diseases” in the measure. Heretofore 
‘| the district attorneys have held that the borticultural 
| commissioners could not hold up plants or trees for 
infection with disease (such as the walnut blight.) 
because the law only specified “scale imsects of any 
kind, injurious to fruit, fruit trees and vines, coddling 
moth or other insects that are destructive to trees.” 
The amendment broadens the field and will be bene- 
ficial all around, especially in providing for the quar- 
antining of plants infected with disease. No other 
change in the law of 1897 is made by this bill and it 
now seems that no attempt will be made to inter- 
fere with the workings of the horticultural commissions | 
throughout the State.

That rights of way for the construction and 
maintenance of dams, reservoirs, water plants, ditches, | 
flumes, pipes, tunnels, and canals, within and across’ 
the forest reserves of the United States, are hereby 
granted to citizens and corporations of the United | 
States for municipal or mining purposes, and for the 
purposes of the milling and reduction of ores, during 
the period of their beneficial use, under such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Interio® and subject to the laws of the State or 
Territory in which said reserves are respectively sit- 
uated. 

“Sec. 5. That ail money received from the sale of 
any products or the use of any land or resources of 
said forest reserves shall be covered into the treasury 
of the United States, and for a period of five years from 
the pasage of this act shall constitute a special fund 
available, until expended, as the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may direct, for the protection, administration, 
improvement, and extension of Federal forest reserves.” 

The organization that will have charge of all na- 
tional forest work under the Secretary of Agriculture 
will be known as “The Forest Service” and replaces 
the Bureau of Forestry in the Department of Agri- 
culture and the division of forestry in the General 
Land Office. :

HE patent medicine manufacturers of the United 
States are evidently much worked up over the 
Cleveiand bill, introduced in the California Legis- 

lature. Another letter has been received from an east- 

ern firm, manufacturing several patent preparations. 

The firm writes as follows: 


“We understand there has been an Assembly Bill 
No. 369, introduced in the California Legislature by 
Mr. Cleveland. This measure is entitled, ‘An act to 
amend an act and establish a penal code by adding 
section 404, which states, “Any person, druggist or 
pharmacist other than a licensed physician, who ore- 
scribes or compounds for, or furnishes to any person 
any medicine or drug without a writ prescription 
from a licensed physician, is guilty of a eanor.’ 

“Now, if such a measure as this should become a 
law, it would practically destroy the sale and adver- 
tising of all proprietary remedies in California. This 
would do great harm to our interesis and yours and 
we hope you will take immediate steps to induce your 
California papers to oppose this bill and give as much 
publicity in the columns of their paper as they possibly 
can denouncing the measure. The bill has strong back- 
ing and the Governor of the State sympathizes with 
the measure because he is a physician himself and you 
no doubt know that most all these measures are 
started by some jealous physician or for the purpose 
of satisfying some politica) graft.” 

Enclosed with the letter is the W printed cir- 
cular: 

“Every year efforts are made in some States, either 
for the purpose of blackmail! or through the mistaken 
and ignorant zeal of men who essume to be acting in 
the public interest, to cripple or destroy the sale of pro- 
prietary medicines. 

“The interests of the manufacturers are not the 
only interests involved in attempts to destroy this buci- 
ness. The proprietary remedies, many of which are 
almost universally conceded to be most valuable, are 
largely used by people of limited means who cannot af- 
ford to pay for high-priced prescriptions. Great num- 
bers of people live in country districte where physi- 
cians are not easily reached; and to destroy the sale 
of standard domestic remedies would entail upon this 
class of people a very great hardship. 

“The proposition sometimes advanced to force every 
manufacturer of proprietary medicine to publish his 
formula, is simply a scheme to destroy the right of 
property. Why, for instance, should the proprietor of 
any one of the widely-recognized domestic remedies 
be compelled to furnish his secret to the world and 


thus destroy his business, built up by legitimate means, | 


and based upon real merit? If a man, by superior 
skill or ingenuity is enabled to compound a remedy 
which is beneficial and which the people approve, and 
if he is willing to sell it to the public on reasonable 
terms, why should his property be confiscated by law 
for the benefit of others who are envious of his suc- 
cess? At bottom, the motive for measures of this kind 
is an immoral and dishondst one. 

“The pretense of protegting the public health is 
generally a transparent f 
who would vigorously 
vise his prescriptions, or t punish bim for the numer- 
ous mistakes he is likely, to make. Nearly all States 
have statutes furnishing adequate protection against 
the indiscriminate sale of poisons; and the complaint 
of injury from the use of proprietary remedies is in- 
finitesimal in comparison with the amount sold and 
the millions of people who evail themselves of these 
remedies. ... 

“There is another class of people who are directly 
interested in fair treatment to the manufacturers of 
proprietary remedies. We refer to all merchants that 
handle these old and well-tried remedies, and espe- 


settled neighborhoods, not sufficiently populous to sup- 
port a regular drug store, and where no doctor is to 
be found. These men keep and sell proprietary reme- 
dies, and their business would be enormously injured 
if some of the bills so recklessly introduced inte State 
legislatures should become laws. These men are not 
situated where they can act promptly for their own 
protection; but they constitute a large class, and their 
rights are entitled to consideration.” 

The reference to loss of advertising, so frequently 
made by these correspondents, might well be omitted, 
so far as The Times is concerned, as it is not germane 
to the question. Either the Cleveland bill is right, or 
fs wrong. As The Times has said, the idea of letting 
the public know what they are swallowing would be a 
good one, provided the scope of the bill should be 
widened, and made to include all drugs prescribed by 
physicians, who now, as a rule, write their prescrip- 


the average layman. In addition to this, the bill 
would make it illegal for a woman to administer to a 
neighbor a little simple herb tea, without first. paying 
a@ fee to a @hysician. The bill is evidently not designed 


to increase the power of the regular physicians, and 
their new allies, the homeopaths and eclectic. It is 
a serious blow at the liberty of citizens. It is a bad 
bill, and should unquestionably be defeated. 


Here is another communication, on the subject of 
medical examinations in this State. There is evi- 
dently a great amount of dissatisfaction among allo- 
pathic physicians, in regard to the operations of the 
present State law, which law, it is claimed. was framed 
and is upheld by @ small minority in the shape of a n 
medical trust: 


“It is rather amusing to a looker-on to read in the 
Sunday Times of 5, the plea of the Santa 
Clara Medical Society for the medical trust. It re- 
minds me of a lot of fellows that crawled under the 
tent before the show commenced and then tried to 
prevent any others from getting in unless they paid 
a fee to them. If the doctors that are upholding that 
law have the interest of the dear people so much al 
heart, why do not they say: Turn out the present 
Medical Board of Examiners and put in those 
for examiners who have taken examination.’ 
And make all the doctors of California come 
up and take the examinations that the dear 
people may know that they are qualified to 
practice their profession. I venture to say if that was 
done, that one-half of the present Board of Examiners 
would have to seek other fields or quit their profession. 
More than one-half of the ohysicians that are now 
and were practicing, before that law went into force, 
would be looking for new jobs. 

“Is kt the interest of the people that they are look- 
ing after, or is it the interest of the dear doctors? Let 
me see! They would shut out the osteopaths and the 
homeopaths and the Christian Scientists if they could, 
to protect the dear people, would they not? Why is 
it that a physician who is considered first-class in 
Illinois, Ohio. or Iowa, with good credentials, has 
graduated from as good a medical college as our 
country affords and has passed a board of examiners 
in his State, yet he is not eligible to practice in the 
great State of California? Why must a ohysician be 
like a schoolboy and take an examination every time 
he goes out of his State to practice his profession? 

“Is it that one State will not trust another in its 
medical laws, or is it just to give a political job to a 
few political physicians? There is something radically 
wrong with our medical laws, when a physician must 
go through the expense and trial of an examination 
if he chances from one State to another. Some of the 
States in the East reciprocate with one another, which 
should be done in all States.” | 

In connection with this struggle between the reg- 
ular” tyranny of of medicine and the irregular guer- 
rillas on the outside, the, following remerks, by Dr. 
Carr, in Medical Talk, are excellent. Just as the 
' Christian Church can all unite on one broad doctrin*, 
| when assailed by enemies, so should the members of 
the independent school of healing be ready and willing 
to etand together, on the broad principle of coposing the 
adminis A ion of drugs to sick people—or to well 
people, either. Dr. Carr says: 

“There are a great many schools of drugiess healing 
in existence. Many of these schools have journals ad- 
vocating their ways of healing. We have hydropathy. 
electricity, massage, osteopathy, vitaopathy, magnetic 
healing. suggestion, mental science, and. while Chris- 
tian science is not exclusively a school of healing, yet 
it deals with drugless modes of curing disease. There 
are a good many journals in existence that advocate 
one or the other of these schools of healing. 

“We notice, however, a tendency on the part of these 
good people to criticise each other. Of course, each 
one feels he has the best mode. Each one feels sure 
he is nearest the truth. That is all right. We like 
to see every one enthusiastic in his own claim. But 
there is one thing that ought to be remembered—these 
schools of healing bave one thing in common which 
ought to make them brothers. The one thing which 
they have in common is vital and of supreme im- 
portance. They have all discarded the use of drugs 
in healing disease. This is the common ground on 
which they stand. They ought to stand together. They 
will have trouble enough without fighting among them- 
selves. The drug doctors hate them and will over- 
throw them if they possibly can. The drugiess doctors 
ought to stand together.“
